Conference of All Great To¬ 
bacco Interests. 


Gov. Spork», of Nevada, yesterday Is¬ 
sued a statement from his sick bed re¬ 
garding the removal of the troops from 
Goldfield.

Speech By Judge 0'Rear 
Causes Sensation. 


Taken by Some As Bid For 
Senatorial Honors. 


GROWERS SEE HOPE AHEAD. 


Fmnkfort. K>\. Dec. 21.--[Special.]— 
The peace conference over, the repre¬ 
sentatives of the growers, manufactur¬ 
er*. warehousemen and Insurance com¬ 
panion interested in the production »>f 
Kentucky tohoorv>, left early to-duy for 
their homes. Time alone can show 
whether any real permanent good was 
accomplished by Gov. A. E. Willson's 
plan of bringing together for frlrndly 
conference the warring Interests, but 
every man. no matter on which aide his 
sympathies ]| c . left Frankfort this 
moming expressing the belief that 
much hod been accomplished even If 
an end i\*is» not put to the struggle. 

Should the visit of R. K. Smith, head 
of the leaf department of the American 
Tobacco Company, to Winchester on 
January 2 and later to the ivarehous** 
•>f the Green River District Association, 
bring about the sale of a considerable 
part of the tobacco now In pool, more 
will have been done than any man had 
tho temerity to predict before the meet, 
ing was held. 

• • • 

Big Sale Expected. 


That a sale will be made, and a big 
•me, la frequently forecast by the to- 
*bacco men here who know the temper 
of the private meeting that was held 
by Mr. Smith with the Executive Com¬ 
mittee of the Burley Tobacco Society. 
At that meeting the discussion reached 
the point where even details, such as 
the methods of grading were taken up, 
and if Mr. Smith offers a price bringing 
a fair profit to tho grower there I* lit¬ 
tle doubt that a big quantity of the leaf 
held by tb© society will change hands. 

The sensational speech of Chlpf Jus¬ 
tice Edward C. O’Reur and the vlgor- 
pu* rejoinder by Gov. Willson continues 
to be the topic of discussion in all quar¬ 
ters. YVhlJe the Chief Justice undoubt¬ 
edly made himself solid with some of 
the growers, his speech l* being severe¬ 
ly criticised in other quarters, and some 
go even so far as to say thut Judge 
O’Rear Is a bidder for senatorial hon¬ 
ors and sees a possibility of obtaining 
enough Democratic votes to add to th- 
Republicans in the General Assembly 
to give him the necessary seventy 
votes. 

• • • 

O'Rear Surprises People. 

That the head of the Judicial depart¬ 
ment of the State gt>vornmcflit should 
condemn the head of the Executive De¬ 
partment for sending troops to Hop¬ 
kinsville to uphold the law has prob¬ 
ably caused more comment than any 
other part of the speech. Even had i*ot 
the law* made It mandatory on the Gov¬ 
ernor to send troops when fho county 
officials request it, with the statement 
that they are unable to preserve order, 
those who disapprove of Judge O’Rear’s 
utteronoei* say that the Governor could 
have taken no other course and mill do 
his 8worn duty. The charge that the 
troops were sent at the instigation of 
the Tobacco Trust was denounced by 
one citizen here as a "plain piece of 
demagogy." 

The men In Frankfort w’ho know 
Judge O'Rear best say they were sur- 
prired by his attitude, and that they be¬ 
lieve he made the greatest mistake of 
his life w'hen he took Issue oil the prop¬ 
ositions laid down by .Gov. Willson. 
That Judge O’Rear’s speech tended to 
keep the growers and the trust repre¬ 
sentatives apart is admitted on all 
sides, and that an agreement xvoj* final¬ 
ly reached surprised many who attend¬ 
ed the sessions. 

• • • 

Effect For Good. 

Many of the biggest tobacco growers 
here are of the opinion that whether 
or not a sale is made at Winchester, 
tho peace conference will have a last¬ 
ing effect for good. 

"in the first place.” said one farmer, 
”lt has given tho big men In the To¬ 
bacco Trust an idea of our position for 
tho first time. I know that Mr. Smith 
lias been fully in touch with the situa¬ 
tion at all time*, and I know he wants 
lo be fair, but I do not believe that ho 
has been allow'od to havo his own way 
in New* York. When Mr. Parker tolls 
Mr. Duke what occurred at this meet¬ 
ing the president of the trust will bo 
more in *ymi»athy with ua and there 
will be a disposition to treat us more 
fairly. . i . 

"Now this Is true and can be proven. 
It costs an average of ten cents a pound 
to raise tobacco In Kentucky, and we 
have btnm getting less than ten cents 
a pound for It. I have figured It my¬ 
self and 1 have asked many of the 
most careful and up-to-date farmers 
In the State to figure It also, and the 
least any of us can make It Is ten 
cents. One cause of all the trouble is 
that a great majority of fanners do 
not run their farms on business prin¬ 
ciples and cannot tell you how much 
it costs to raise any crop, anti have 
no Idea of what their profit on wheat, 
corn, hogs or any other product Is. 
They have been steadily losing on to¬ 
bacco and making It up on some other 
crop and they have wnked up with 
a sudden start In the pom few >i*ars. 
The big farmer who leases his tobacco 
land on shares has been able to stand 
It and make a fair rental, but the poor 

tenant haa suffered. 

• • • 

Tough On Tenants. 


"It Is a fact that the tenants have 
grown poorer and poorer. They havo 
boen compelled to make their women 
and children work In the tobacco patch¬ 
es, and the children have grown up 
ignorant and unfit to do anything but 
work tobacco all their ll\y*. Jt is ono 
cause of the greAt percentage of 
illiteracy in Kentucky to-day 
"Now. besides the good that the con¬ 
ference will do us with tho tobacco 
trust. I believe that it has effectually 
killed any tendency toward lawlessness 
In the Burley district. Gov. Willson's 
firm stand and his splendid speech 
showing that an era of lawlessness

ILEVEN WITNESSES TESTIFY.

—J. N. Hubbard, of Carter county, City 
Judge of the town of Grayson and & de¬ 
fence witness on the stand here to-uay 
in the case of Caleb Powers, ca<Led to 
give damaging tesUmony connejtii g 
Henry E. Youtsey with planning to as- 
sasatnate William Goebel, made the ad¬ 
mission that nearly eight years ago he 
communicated his information regard¬ 
ing Youtsey to Caleb Powers and to W. 
C. Owiens, and later to J. C. Sims and 
J. R. Morton, of his couneel, and whkh 
testimony became public for the first 
time to-day. * 

The tesUmony of Judge Hubbard Is 
that on January 26, 1900, a few* days 
before Goebel was shot, he met Henry 
Youtsey on the Capitol grounds and 
was tefid by the latter that he had a 
plan to kill the Democratic leader, hav¬ 
ing steel ball and smokeless powder 
cartridges and arrangements ^rade to 
fire the shot from the Executive build¬ 
ing and escape down through the base¬ 
ment and out to mingle', with the 
crowds of mountain men on State Cap¬ 
itol square. 

• • • 

Kept Secret Eight Years. 


Although within easy reach of of¬ 
ficials of this Circuit Court district and 
the civil officers of Franklin county, 
where the crime w*as committed, Hub¬ 
bard disclosed his Information to none 
of these officials during the years that 
have passed since the shooting. 

The story told by Hubbard as to 
Youtaey's declaration was brought out 
at this time by the attorneys for Pow¬ 
ers further to prove the charge made 
In the opening statement of their case 
by Mr. Sims that they would show 
that Youtsey w*as the assassin. That 
the witness had never before testified 
to the fact related to-day was drawn 
from him by State’s Attorney Franklin, 
w*hv> with his associate counsel Is en¬ 
deavoring to show to the Jury sitting 
In this triaj that Youtsey waa protected 
by those charged with him until he 
himself made confession of his guilt 
and complicity In a conspiracy as is 
charged by the Commonwealth. 

Following the disclosures made by 
Hubbard on cross-exumlnation by the 
State, counsel for Powers endeavored 
to show that tho witness did not com¬ 
municate the ( Information to Powers 
until after his lost trial In 1903 and 
that he then had written to him at 
Newport, where he was In Jail wiille 
being held by the Federal Court. 

• ♦ • 

Told Powers In 1900. 

Hubbard responded that he did 
take the matter up with Powers at that 
time, but that was the second time; 
that he, as fiiVt stated, had told Power** 
In 1900. Ho was asked if he would not 
identify the letters which he wrote to 
Powers in 1903, and when he wild that 
he would, the Stale's Attorney called 
on him also to Becure the letters which 
he had wiitten in the first Instance-to 
Powers and to the lawyers above 
named. Hubbard said he would en¬ 
deavor to do thin. When he did not re¬ 
turn later In the day to do sn, Mr. 
Franklin took out a subpoena for him 
and had It taken by special bailiff of 
the court to Carter county. Hubbard 
will thus be brought back Into court 
on Monday and asked to file all of the 
letters. It Is doubtful If he will be en¬ 
abled to do this. 

• • • 

Youtsey’s Attorney Testifies. 
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not tell him and also L. J. Crawford, 
his half brother, that he was Innocent 
and knew nothing to confess. 

Nelson answered that he had such 
conversation with Youtsey at the time 
mentioned. He was not asked any 
further questions by the defense law¬ 
yers. they tuning him over to the side 
of the prosecution for cross-examina¬ 
tion.

Fined For Shooting Dogs.

The prosecution was Conducted by 
John Stocky, while Mr. Sharp was not 
represented by counsel. Mr. Sharp wau 
much surprised at the decision and at 
once consulted J. Embry Alien as at¬ 
torney and will probably appeal the 
case.

The mu!© feeders of 
Elizabethtown and Hardin county have 
an Immense number of mules on hand, 
and th© bulk of them will probably be 
disposed of during January, when the 
mule market is expected to open up 
in earnest.

THE SAME AS LAST YEAR. 


By a vote of fourteen to ten th© or¬ 
dinance providing a higher saloon li¬ 
cense was tabled last night by the 
lower board of the General Council, ef¬ 
fectually disposing of Ft for the prestnt 
at least.

Had the high license ordinance 
passed last night It was the intention to 
introduce an ordinance fixing the tax 
rate at $1.75 on the $100 valuation. S. 
M. Wilhite, City Controller, was pres¬ 
ent with copies of both ordinances in 
fils pocket, and immediately after the 
highdrtcense ordinance was tabled ho 
handed to Councilman Reager, chair* 
man of the Finance Committee of the

Calls Police To Clear Room, 


Despite the fact that one© during th© 
session of the lower board last night 
President Forst caller! upon the police 
to clear the room, the meeting was a 
most peaceful one compared with that 
of Friday night. A number of harsh 
accusations and Insinuations were 
handed about by several of ih© Coun¬ 
cil men during debate over a motion for 
the body to go into a oom.rruitteo of the 
whole. This motion was offered by 
Council man, Irlng, and was seconded by 
Councilman Daily. It was defeated by 
a vote of 14 to 10. 

Following th© defeat of the motion 
that th© body resolve itself into a com¬ 
mittee of the whole, excluding every 
body from the Council chamber with 
tlie exception of tho Councllmen and 
Clerk of the board. Councilman Dally 
offered an amendment to the hlgh-ll- 
cense ordinance, reducing th© license 
fee of $500 provided by it to $300.

Iiarger eveij than that of Friday 
night was th© crowd of spectators who 
pushed oind shoved their way into the 
Council chamber until there was hardly 
breathing room. The gallery upstairs 
was crowded and the hall outside the 
Council chamber wes lined with saloon¬ 
keepers, their friends and those who 
favored tho passage of the high li¬ 
cense. The crowd began assembling 
early, and spectators vied with each 
other In their effort® to reach point© 
of vantage. 

Isadora Forat, president of the lower 
board, entered the Council chamber 
shortly after 7:30 o’clock. He was 
calmly puffing a long, black cigar and 
smiled pleasantly upon all who greeted 
him. He was apparently a changed 
man from the on© who occupied the 
president’s chair on ‘Friday night, and 
looked considerably cooler. The Coun¬ 
cilman, entered the chamber on© at a 
time, each member armed with a law 
bonk, and many of them carrying in 
their hands bonks of rules. Someone 
in the crowd of spectators made the 
remark that he was willing to wager 
that the Councllmen had spent more 
time yesterday in posting themselves 
on rules than ever before. 

It was shortly after S o’clock when 
President Forst ascended th* rostrum 
and rapped for order. Nlc Denunzlo, 
th© little sergeant-at-arms. Immedi¬ 
ately got busy and began rapping loud¬ 
ly with his cane on one of the Council- 
men’s desks for quiet.

“Gentlemen, you must not smoke dur¬ 
ing the session of the honorable board," 
he sang out in a piping voice.

In an effort to put a stop to "side 
grafting" in the Police Court. Judge 
McGee yesterday Issued an order pro¬ 
hibiting anyone other than altopieys 
from talking to prisoners after they 
have been brought to the cage In the 
court room.

of the realm Hearing of this. Judge 
McGee and Hill Spalding, City Prose¬ 
cutor, yesterday held a consultation, 
os a result of which the order was is¬ 
sued. 

It was said. also, that hereafter the 
sureties for replevin bonds would be 
held more strictly and directly ac¬ 
countable for any failure of the de¬ 
fendants to pay the bonds when due. 
Hitherto defendants have been In the 
habit of giving such replevin bonds, 
and then, when the day of payment 
came, suddenly disappeared from the 
face of the earth Hereafter a rule 
win be taken against the surety to 
show cause why tho payment was not 
met.

Of Western Kentucky Miners 
January 1 


IF OPERATORS REFUSE IN¬ 
CREASE IN PAY. 


NATIONAL EXECUTIVE BOARD 
DECIDES ON THIS COURSE. 


SEVERAL CONFERENCES HELD. 


Indianapolis, Ind.. Dec. 21.—[Special. 1 
—At this morning's seasion of the Na¬ 
tional Executive Board of the United 
Mine Workers of America, at National 
headquarters in this city, It was de¬ 
cided to present to the operators of 
Hopkins, Webster, Union and Christian 
counties of Kentucky the scale of 
wages agreed to by tho operators and 
miners of Western Kentucky, and to 
declare a strike at all the mines In the 
four where the operators refused to ac¬ 
cept the scale. 

A strike in these counties would In¬ 
volve about 2,900 men. It Is the inten¬ 
tion to call the strike January 1 against 
these operators who refuse to agree to 
the scale, which is now* In operation at 
the other mines of Western Kentucky. 

Several conferences have been held 
between representative* of the United 
Mine Workers and operators of these 
four counties. One was held at Madi- 
sonville, Ky., November 26. and the 
other was held not two weeks ago, but 
no satisfactory conclusion was reached. 
The minors of Southern Indiana, South¬ 
ern Illinois., and other parts of West¬ 
ern Kentucky are deeply interested in 
this effort to establish a higher scale 
in each of tho four counties, us at 
present this coal, mined at a lower 
scale, comes lrtto competition with the 
output of tho mines where they are 
employed.

“Four Pontons combine to elTeot such as. 
tonishing results. FUrwt. the fertility of 
<tii^ foM—tt is the deposit of an old In¬ 
land sea. The soil is so dt^P that U>- tree 
roots, ns far down an -they go. remain In 
thus rich gUlit. Second, the mountain cJhn- 
tu<\ the elevation being 4.ti0u feet. pro¬ 
duces fndt. grrtitly superior to ordinary 
fruit in keeping qualities.

It Is the cash 
ofTer accepted by nnvmbers individually 
that brings failure to many farmers' 
bodies. But the growers of Grand Vail *y 
have already had, through their associa¬ 
tion. too much commercial experiences to 
yield to such temptation* They can see 
that tf they accept msh at Grand Junc¬ 
tion they build up a local market between 
them and the world, and that once t e 
local market go* In eontrot they would 
have to aceept what tne local market of¬ 
fered for fruit.

With very few exceptions, philanthropic, 
benevolent and missionary organizations 
are reporting that this is a good year for 
legacies. Just why It is that receipts 
| from legacies have ’’off” years no one 
I has ever been able to determine. But al- 
^, though It cannot be said to be khe In¬ 
fallible rule, the fact remains that when 
one organization receives good-sized sums, 
others are likewise entering such sums in 
their legacy accounts; and when such re¬ 
ceipts show a falling off the decrease Is 
almost always a general one. 

it Is a matter Impossible of regulation 
and the source of much worry on the part 
of missionary officials. "Gifts from the 
living." as contributions from churches 
and individuals are called, show compara¬ 
tively little fluctuation from year to year. 
Amounts thus received In ohe year can 
be almost Safely counted upon for the 
next, provided the necessary effort Is used 
to hold and Incieusc Interest in the work 
thus supported.

Deplored By Some Leaders, Who 
Think All Work Should Be Com¬ 
bined. 

What Is believed by some leaders to be 
a critical situation exists In. denomina¬ 
tional affairs at the present time. Inter¬ 
ests that are definitely concerned with 
homo missions, by which Is m*ant tho 
work of church maintenance and exten¬ 
sion in the United States, are deploring 
what they term the narrowneae of some 
of the efforts of the foreign mission ad¬ 
vocate*. and they aro asking that some 
foreign efforts. Including the movement 
known as the laymen’s missionary move¬ 
ment. broaden themselves so as to work 
for world-wide missions, including both 
home and foreign work. 

There Is u theory, which l>oth home 
mission and foreign mlRdon officials ex¬ 
press, that the missionary cause is one, 
ami that It is impossible to make a 
definite distinction between the home and 
foreign pliasee*. This theory Is accepted 
by prac/tically ail mission loaders, but 
most of them are forced to admit that 
the conditions do not support It.

Flies and Disease. 

The Merchants’ Association of New 
fork has Joined In the crusade against 
Ihe housefly. Other organisations and 
Individuals have said the housefly 
must go. The Merchants* Association 
Rnd« that it never hated grafting poli¬ 
ticians or mercantile abuses worse than 
(t does the plain, common garden va¬ 
riety of fly which buzzes around the 
Hi titer and tickles the toes of slumbcr- 
rrs In midsummer. Its animosity 
Igainst the Insect has been intensified 
&y a series of experiments recently 
made by certain scientists engaged 
•specially by the association to inquire 
mto the capability of the fly as a 
Ipreader of disease. The report made, 
by the scientists la astounding. They 
found that flies were loaded down with 
lisease germs. Sometimes 100.000 bac¬ 
teria lodged comfortably In and about 
the physique of a fly. These bacteria 
belonged to many different families. 
Usually they were generators of intes¬ 
tinal diseases; most frequently of all 
they were typhoid germs. From their 
txperiments the bacteriologists have 
derived the theory that the highest rate 
of Alness from Intestinal causes coin- 
tided with the pre*e.v'* of the greatest 
^timber of files. The scientist* In this 
tt&e did not go about their task fn a 
haphazard way. They took the statis¬ 
tics and studied the rise arid fall of 
ftlsease and the fluctuations of the fly 
population. In many ways they Inves¬ 
tigated causes and streets. They pro¬ 
duced Incontrovertible evidence against 
[he fly. Much of it Is direct; some of It 
Is circumstantial. They think they 
have succeeded in convicting the fly; 
so do we. 

The bacteriologists in question made 
in especial study of flies captured 
sround the mouths of sewers. Here 
the flies found germs in the greatest 
number and here the flies acquired 
germs so numerous as to be beyond the 
reach of human calculation. The fUes 
became literally a macs of germs. 
Typhoid bacteria were picked up from 
the refuse flowing from the sewers. 
Loaded down with Buch germs, the flies 
would proceed faithfully to disseminate 
them. They would climb into butter, 
lake a swim In the family milk, plod 
their weary way through the molasses 
and take other effective steps to com¬ 
municate the germs to the human sys¬ 
tem. They distributed disease over the 
landscape with skill not surpassed evtn 
by the mosquito, which li\*5 merely to 
scatter malaria or yellow fever bacilli 
among humankind. 

The result otf this report is great zeal 
pn the part of Lho Merchants* Associa¬ 
tion in calling for the downfall of the 
fly; also It has given Impetus to other 
gnti-fly warriors who have suspected 
the rude insect of being a menace to 
health. There may be expected all 
Aver the country hereafter a fiteady 
growth of the campaign against the 
little busybody. Everybody will join 
tn the decree that he must go. 

In this connection It Is Interesting to 
find in the Brooklyn Eagle a sort of 
plea in abatement. The fly may be a 
vicious little affair, but In the opinion 
of the Eagle he is not wholly to blame 
for all the disease that is put upon him. 
The human race is largely at fault. 
Thus, says the Eagle: 

“Whatever steps are taken to banish 
flies. It is Idle to hope for the extermina¬ 
tion of typhoid until the water supplies 
of our cities and towns arc more care¬ 
fully guarded from the reception of germs 
voided by victJms of the disease In other 
localities. Typhoid ts purely a filth dis¬ 
ease. and so long as we drain the sewage 
of one town into the drinking water of 
another, because that course is cheaper 
than disinfection, so longue shall have 
deadly outbreaks of typhoid. Aa a peo¬ 
ple we have made Immense strides In 
personal cleanliness during the last fifty 
years But as municipalities wc continue 
to drink the diluted sewage of other 
towns Just as unconcernedly as we did 
before the germ theory had been discov¬ 
ered. or as the Eskimos eat putrid meat. 
Put into plain English like that, our na¬ 
tional practice is disgusting, but we fol¬ 
low it. and so long as wo continue to 
deluge thousands of stomachs with filth 
we $haJI die of typhoid by tens of thou¬ 
sands. Tt Is no longer a matter of argu¬ 
ment, but Just a case for frank recogni¬ 
tion of the filthy nature of our national 
habits." 

This Indictment Is rather severe, but 
flgho will deny that it has ground? The 


Alas, Judge O’Rearl 

“I do not sa^ there Is a combination 
to control the price of tobacco against 
the grower,’’ spoke Judge O’Bear to the 
tobacco growers at Frankfort, "but If 
there Is. there is abundant law on the 
statute books of the State to punish it. 
The law te there to punish the criminal, 
whether he be a barn burner or a trust 
magnate. If half the charges that have 
been made are true, you have it In your 
power to punish the combination of 
men that is breaking your law's, and 
to use a slang expression, you can 
make the fine imposed on the Standard 
Oil Company by Judge Landis look like 
thirty cents." 

If Judge OTtear had gone no farther 
than this he would have fared better 
in his reputation to-day. If he is right 
when, lawyer and Chief Justice of the 
State as he is. he tills the tobacco 
growers that there Is ample law by 
which they may right their wrongs 
and punish their oppressors, there was 
all the less reason why he should jus¬ 
tify the lawless methods of attempting 
to right those wrongs that have been 
resorted to, all .the less reason why he 
should criticise the State authorities 
for the performance of their duties in 
trying, with the help of the mili¬ 
tia to bring the lawless to Justice 
and / protect the unoffending from 
their depredation**. Had he content¬ 
ed himself with Insisting that 
the law should be invoked In be¬ 
half of the tobacco growers he would 
not to-day suffer from the reputation 
he has suddenly won as a Chief Justice 
who protested against the regular en¬ 
forcement of the lw and who, what¬ 
ever may have been his intention w hen 
he rose to make his speech Friday aft¬ 
ernoon, had, when he took his seat, 
made it in favor of mob law. Nor 
would he have protested against the 
colling out of the militia as a futile at¬ 
tempt to force ideas into Anglo-Saxon 
heads with bayonets when he knows 
perfectly well that it was for the pur¬ 
pose of preventing rioters from at¬ 
tempting to force ideas into other 
people's heads with torches and bullets 
—an attempt which Judge O'Bear vir¬ 
tually defended. 

The people of Kentucky are surpris'd 
to learn that they have a Chief Justice 
who can look with favor upon the 
proposition that tlielr State *hall go 
into the tobacco business, as South 
Carolina haa gone Into the-whisky busi¬ 
ness; they are astonished that they 
have a Chief Justice who does not h«l- 
tate to lift his voice for anarchy. 


I Wu Ting Fang In the position fro.i 
I which he was displaced and where he 
will be able to oonduce so well to th»? 
friendship between the two Pow’ersand 
to promote the interest of his Gov 
ernment. 

It is formally announced that Min¬ 
ister Fang will sail for the Uplted 
States early in January and that he will 
bring with him & number of youpg 
Chinese to prosecute their education 
here. It Is thought that the late ad¬ 
dress delivered by Secretary Taft at 
^Shanghai In its expression of good 
will and the desire of the United States 
to adjust on fair terms the question 
of indemnity claimed from China on ac¬ 
count of the Boxer rio*ts, had much to 
do with bringing about this indication 
df friendly feeling from that Power. In 
some quarters it is believed that China 
will show* even further appreciation 
of our friendship by giving preference 
to American commerce. But. of course, 
the United States does not seek any 
exclusive privileges in trade and only 
asks an open door, or to be placed upon 
equal terms with the most favored na¬ 
tions. If the policy thus indicated U 
carried out by China, the uext genera¬ 
tion may see as great a change tor the 
better in that empire as Inured to Ja¬ 
pan from similar wisdom. 


The Chinese Awakening. 

The appointment of Wu Ting Fang to 
the post of Chinese Minister to the 
United States to succeed Sir Chen 
Tung Liang Cheng, who for some years 
past has repteseruted the Flowery King¬ 
dom at Washington, is regarded as an 
Indication of a rt\ost friendly feeling to¬ 
ward the United States. During his 
former residence at.Washington. In the 
same capacity, Wu 'Xing Fong made a 
new record by the rcacflness with which 
he adapted himself to customs or 
this country In dispensing with the for¬ 
malities and Oriental reserve which had 
hitherto marked the bearing of pre¬ 
vious ministers from China. He was a 
close student of everything pertaining 
to American life, made himself w’ell 
Informed upon ell the lines of progress 
In education, science, war and publlh j 
utilities by traveling through various 
sections of the country and acquaint¬ 
ing himself practically with our institu¬ 
tions and development. He was also a 
frequent speaker or lecturer on suit¬ 
able occasions and commanded appre* 
clatlve audiences. 

It was this activity and social Inter¬ 
course with the people, Indicating 3t*eh 
friendly disposition toward them, which 
wa$ one of the chief causes of Minister 
Fang's recall, it being regarded as an 
indication of too favorable a leaning 
toward this country and its instltu- * 
tions at a time when the disposition of 
the Chinese onurt was not so friendly 
to America as now. Mr. Fang 
was recalled, and on his return | 
home was assigned to subordinate 
duty, apparently to emphasize the dis¬ 
pleasure of his Government at his min- I 
Isterial career. 

Since then there has been a great 
change in Chinese sentiment toward the 
United States and its Institutions, and 
Instead of any feeling of antagonism or 
hostility, not only has there been an 
abandonment of the boycott and Boxer 
demonstrations, but the Government 
has practically espoused the same feel¬ 
ings which it once condemned in Its 
minister and Is pursuing a most en¬ 
lightened policy In substituting Amer¬ 
ican Ideas in education, military sys¬ 
tem. railroad construction and commer¬ 
cial intercourse, once so strongly con¬ 
demned. as manifested In th* recall of 
the now vindicated minister. 

The awakening hi China, as indicat¬ 
ed by Its practical abandonment of its 
former tenacity in adhering to Its an¬ 
cient civilization and the^zeal of the 
new- convert which It shows in the di¬ 
rection of modern enlightenment In all 
things. Is a phenomenal demonstration 
not unlike that shown by Japan half a 
century ago, when through American 
Influences It took a similar step 
Naturally, China, influenced by the ex¬ 
perience of Japan, turns to the United 
States as a friendly guide. And 
so with Just oonsietou^s Aa r*lo«ta£*3 


Dramatic Criticism. 

A New York newspaper w'hich has 
"featured" for a number of years the 
work of a dramatic critic who Is gen¬ 
erally charged with something more 
than willingness to sacrifice truth for 
an opportunity to exploit his own wit, 
proposes, in lts editorial columns, to 
turn over a new leaf with the begin¬ 
ning of the New Year. In future its 
extended reviews will be devoted to 
plays of worth. The meretricious offer¬ 
ings will be allowed to die natural 
deal ha. 

Here are the reasons for reform: 

"The critic of books or plays Js often a 
conceited donkey. He dies not strive to 
build up by tearing down, but ures hia 
every effort to show the public who.1 a 
brilliant satirist he Is. If he succeeds in 
writing something that he considers 
bright, he cares not whether be h is 
brought tears to the eyes of a bird- 
working woman, whose oply offense is 
that she Is do*ng the best she can. Ac.ors 
and actresses are, us men and women, 
entitled to os much consideration as o.h- 
er men and women, and as working people 
they should be treated as kindly ns 
others." \ 

Unquestionably conceited donkeylsm 
Is prevalent among critics, especially 
young critics, and brutality to the 
workmen and workwomen on the stage 
is common. Given a pen and a pad 
and the freedom of a column, the 
youthful critic feels that he Is a su¬ 
perior being, an arbiter elegantarlum. 
whose function Is to lay down the law 
to the players w’ho strut upon the 
boards for his benefit and strive to 
win Ills favor. If he is not in reality a 
superior being he is quite likely to cut 
as many capers before high heaven as 
any other man dressed In a little brief 
authority. 

The tyro is quick to condemn, to 
show the height of his standards of 
merit and slow to commend because he 
fears that be may show enthusiasm 
over mediocrity and betray his lack of 
wisdom. As he gains experience he 
is likely to became less uncompromis¬ 
ing in his attitude toward that which 
does not meet his requirements and 
more ready to give unstinted praise to 
brilliant achievement and kindly en¬ 
couragement to honest endeavor. It Is 
to the older critic, if he has outgrown 
tho egotism of youth without falling 
victim to the intolerance of age, that 
we may look for sanity and balance. 

Unfortunately, as art is long <uid life 
19 short, there are too many dramatic 
writers and too few capable critics. 
Too often the Journalist Is a peripatetic 
and a Jack-of-ail trades who may be 
here to-day reporting a political con¬ 
vention and there to-morrow passing 
upon the merits of actors who began 
their life work when he was In swad¬ 
dling clothes. Too often the young man 
w'ho uses the pen as a pick subjectIvely, 
and objectively as a bludgeon, has re¬ 
cently "broken into journalism" from 
the outer darkness of the Lord-knows- 
where, knowing little of the history of 
the drama between Sir Lucius O’Trig¬ 
ger and Marcus Ordeyne, and knowing 
nothing at all of actors or acting. An 
English actor who described American 
critics as a corps of violent Ignoramuses 
did a gross Injustice to a few well- 
equipped men by his generalization, but 
aptly described a large number of less 
worthy arbiters of the fate of plays 
and players. 

Youth dares everything, but deliber¬ 
ates upon nothing. History holds ample 
proof that a boy is worth two old men 
In a charge and that an old man is 
worth four boys In a council. Judg¬ 
ment is the result of experience tem¬ 
pered by wisdom. The rapid promotion 
of American newspaper men from 
reportoria! to editorial ranks and 
the tendency of young newspaper 
men to look for graduation Into 
more lucrative employment, results 
In criticism being given over to a 
large extent to men w’ho are too 
young In years and In work to pass 
temperately and Intelligently upon the 
work of actors and authors. When the 
critic is a master of his craft It Is pos¬ 
sible for hdm to build up by tearing 
down, but if he lacks equipment and 
has the courage of his Ignorance he Is 
of no service either to art or to the 
public. 

To honest criticism from well-in¬ 
formed sources no actor or manager or 
owner of a theater should object There 
Is no greater stimulant to literature 
or dramatic art than sensible discus¬ 
sion of its merits and its defects. But 
the critic should take the advice of 
Davy Crockett very much to heart be¬ 
fore he goes ahead to knock down and 
drag out actors or authors who may 
know a great deal more than he about 
how their work should be done. 

The duty of the dally newspaper In 
the field of dramatic and llt€*rary criti¬ 
cism is to discuss books and plays 
good-naturedly and temperately, ac¬ 
cording a fall* amount of courtesy to 


iiMhor and actor, avoiding hypercnitl- 
cism upon the one hand and, upon the 
other hand, subserviency to the inter¬ 
ests of the box office. Informing the 
reader of the nature of the wares that 
the book store and the theater offer 
for sale, without striving to prejudice 
him against them and avoiding sedu¬ 
lously the mistake of prostituting crit¬ 
ical columns to the uses of a satirist 
w'ho wishes to display his brilliancy at 
the expense of mistreating the actor 
or tho author and misleading the 
reader.

L ONDON, Dec. 12 .—Nowhere In 
Great Britain, from band's End 
to John o’ Groats, os the 
saying goe*. Is good cheer 
likely to be more plentiful this 
Christmas than in a historic little vil¬ 
lage on the Tweed, to which business 
happened to take me one day hist week. 
Kelso Is Its name, and when 1 got there 
' found only one theme of conversation 
In market-place. Inn and cottage alike, 
namely, the charity and gracious deeds 
of an American woman who seems to 
have gained such a hold on the affec¬ 
tions of the people In the district sur¬ 
rounding her home as perhaps only one 
other of foreign birth (and she, too. an 
American), ever 1ms succeeded In doing 
in England. 

For what the American Duchess of 
Marlborough was to the humble folk of 
Woodstock before the estrangement 
with her husband resulted In her quit¬ 
ting Blenheim palace forever—all this 
and perhaps a brf more—does the Duch¬ 
ess of Roxburgh© (who once was May 
Goelet), seem to be those of Kelso. 
Hardly a mile away from this little vil¬ 
lage stands Floors Castle, the great 
white palace of the Innes-Kers, of 
which the American Duchess Is now 
chatelaine, and for a radius of more 
than twenty miles round about, "our 
body Bountitul," as she was described 
by a venerable clergyman with whom 
1 talked. Is more generally beloved than 
perhaps any other woman in Ivngland, 
not oxceptlng the Quc**n herself. 

"Rhe Is Hvr Majesty of Floors," he 
added, quite simply, "and If there was 
a question of paying public court to 
both ladles I am not at ail sure that It 
would not be the Duchess of Rox- 
buirghe who would receive the greater 
allegiance In this part of the British 
dominions." 

Probably that Is Just a bit of an ex¬ 
aggeration, but there seems to be un¬ 
commonly good reason for the sincere 
affection In which the Duchess Is held 
In the district around Floors. If you 
talk to any of the peasants and work¬ 
people of the vicinity they will assure 
you in their own dour way that this 
American peeress Is more Scotch than 
the Scotch themselves, that she never 
is happy out of Floors, where. If her 
health permitted, she would spend the 
whole year round; and that never. In 
tho recollection of the oldest Inhabi¬ 
tants. was there a chatelaine of the his¬ 
toric pile on tl?c brow of the hill who 
lived so much among the poor and did

Each Christmas It Is the Duchesi* 
custom to order some hundreds of ham¬ 
pers which are filled with the season's 
faro, and these nr© distributed by her 
own factor (in England he would be 
calk'd a steward)^ who is supposed to 
be acquainted with the name of every 
poor family for miles around. He Is 
assisted by a large staff who spend all 
Christmas w r eek In one of the cottages 
on the estate distributing the Duchess' 
good things. She mokes an occasional 
appearance on the scene herself. 1 am 
told, and enters Into animated discus¬ 
sion with these poor Celts, whose Scotch 
dialect it generally takes one bred and 
born among tht*in to comprehend. To 
their amusement, however, their Lady 
Bountiful not only understands their 
language but speaks it uncommonly 
well. If the "gillies" had a sense of hu¬ 
mor they oould not fall to be tickled 
by the piquancy of the slight Ameri¬ 
can accent which Is resonant in the 
Celtic dialect. It is said to be quite 
fascinating, and tvo one appreciates It 
more than the dour and masterful 
Laird of floors. 

There are plenty of American women 
In English society who boast that they 
"cannot sew a stitch." Not so the 
Duchess of Roxburghe, who is as clever 
with needles as any of the British 
princesses. For weeks before the holi¬ 
days idie a.nd her friends at the castle 
are hard at work knitting various gar¬ 
ments whioh are to find their way to 
poor homes in Scotland. Whether they 
like It or not. her grace of Roxburghe 
expects all her visitors aJt the castle to 
assist her at Christmas time. There 
are two of her staters-in-law. I am told, 
who never can be Induced to go to 
Floors at this time of the year, know¬ 
ing, as they declare, that "May will 
sweat them in the cause of charity 
worse than If they were East-end 
seamstresses." 

According to her custom, the young 
Duchess Is this year organising a great 
"treat" for the children of the local 
schools. She invariably provides the 
blggwt Christmas tree to be found In 
all England for this occasion, and when 
the prizes are distributed, there Is a 
sumptuous tea with all sorts of cakes 
and sweets galore. The Children of the 
district are aa devoted to the Duchess 
of Roxburghe as the older people, and 
spend eleven months of each year look¬ 
ing forward to Christmas. The young 
peeress, however, is not & believer In 
8polling the younger generation. At 
the**? festive gatherings she distributee 
prizes for different qualifications, the 
teachers of the schools having drawn 
up accounts of the behavior of their 
pupils, as w*ell n* defining the various 
branches in Which they have excelled. 

Unfortunately the Duchess’ health 
docs not permit her to spend every 
Christmas in Scotland, but in any case 
her charity is distributed, and the 
school children have their tree. She

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double that sum for coals and blankets 
and creature comforts In the shape of 
food and drink to be sent "with her 
grace's best wishes" to the humble 
homes where they would be most ap¬ 
preciated.

Many of the banks make It a rule 
never to distribute more than 10 per 
cent, bonuses, but the largest portion of 
street's" Christmas fund is appor¬ 
tioned among the employes of the great 
banking houses and a few' prominent 
stock brokerage concerns. 

One of the largest foreign banking 
jiouses, with a rich European clientele, 
has made It a rule to give its dorks 50 
per cent of their salaries at the end of 
the year. It Is likely to do tho same this 
year, although Its profits have been ser¬ 
iously curtailed and are, perhaps, half 
w'hat they were at the time that the 50 
per cent, disbursements were first 
started. But the members of the firm 
are ail rich men and argue that it 
would be poor policy to make their em¬ 
ployes suffer for the smaller returns of 
the last twelve months. 


Besides that, this firm, like many oth¬ 
ers which have a large international 
business. Is able oftentimes to clear 
sufficiently heavy profits on the Europ¬ 
ean end of the business to make good 
any losses sustained through a falling 
off in the business here. By the gener¬ 
ous treatment of the employes the 
house has become known as the "happy 
family" concern, where every one is 
treated with the utmost consideration, 
and for that reason always puts forth 
the best endeavor for the establish¬ 
ment’s success. 

• • • 

Brokerage Clerks Get Less. 


The clerical forces of the great Stock 
Exchange houses will be the chief suf¬ 
ferers from whatever falling off there 
Is In the Christmas bonus funds. 
Scarcely any of the large houses will 
end the year dear, as nearly all of thorn 
have had enormous expenses for main¬ 
tenance of private-wire systems, expen¬ 
sive offices, and a highly paid group of 
branch office managers. One of the 
largest houses, which under ordinary 
circumstances would make a heavy dis¬ 
tribution at Christmas, will not be able 
to give Us employes this year much. If 
anything, more than $100 for eaoh man. 

Under prosperous business conditions 
the clerks might receive from $300 to 
$1,000 a man. but Inasmuch as the firm 
will show' a loss of nearly $100,000 on 
the year's business, it Is hardly In a 
position to give them large bonuses. 
Another Stock Exchange house, which 


maintains from between forty and fifty 
"wire connections," and does a large 
out-of-town business, may give the old 
employes shout $250 each. It will do 
this more as a matter of custom than 
anything else, for it, too. has suffered 
heavy losses. hnd has had hard work to 
maintain its business on anything like 
a profitable basis. 

With the banks the bonus system Is 
altogether different, and many of the 
richest banks make it a rule never to 
give their clerks anything at all at 
Christmas. Those that take this stand 
do so on the theory that It Is better pol¬ 
icy to give $50 more each month than It 
is to give him $600 at Christmas. There 
are other banks, however, which make 
it a rule to give clerks $75 or $100 on 
the Saturday before Christmas, and this 
custom is carlred out so literally that 
even the president of the bank, who 
draws $ 20,000 a year, receives his $75 
Just as the $5 a week clerk. 

• • • 

The Custom Established. 


The Christmas bonus system has been 
gaining such favor of late, how’ever. 
that nearly all the banks, with few ex¬ 
ceptions. recognize It In some form, 
either through a special disbursement 
Just before Christmas, or a week later, 
when the end-of-the-year accounts are 
made up. With many institutions the 
custom has become so thoroughly es¬ 
tablished that the inducement is held 
out to a clerk seeking employment, and. 
although the amount of the disburse¬ 
ment varies at times, according to the 
profits of the banks, the officers, as a 
rule, regard It as a fixed expense, w’hlch 


must be met just like any other peri¬ 
odical charge. 

The largest business bonuses are dis¬ 
tributed by the rich banking houses, 
which make It a point to pay their men 
high salaries and do as much for them 
as they can at the end of the year. In 
these cases the bonus is seldom given 
at Christmas, but always comes a week 
later, and In the case of certain old 
employes, whose services are especially 
valuable, it amounts to a small fortune. 

One prominent banker, who is at the 
head of a great foreign house, sent for 
his private secret ary at the end of last 
year, und told him that his Christmas 
bonus w’ould consist of a full year’s sal¬ 
ary. with a 50 per cent. Increase for the 
new year. The man was glad to re¬ 
ceive it, as he had been worked half to 
death. Because of several heavy un¬ 
derwriting transactions In which tho 
firm had been engaged, his duties often 
kept him at the office long after bed¬ 
time. This affected his health, and he 
was on the point of resigning his posi¬ 
tion altogether when the handsome bo¬ 
nus made him change his mjnd. One of 
the best features of this arrangement 
was that lighter work was given to him 
and he was made to feel that he would 
be considered thereafter as an employe 
whose services were as valuable as 
those of some of the members of the 
firm. 

Although there are always reports 
when business gets slack and people are 
talking hard times that the Christmas 
bonus system will be abandoned In Wall 
street, the facts are that it has been so 
firmly established that many of the 
large houses w'ould not think of giving 
it up. 


Lady Cheylesmore, who was Eliza¬ 
beth French, of New York. Is another 
American peeress who does big things 
in the cause of charity at Christmas 
time. Of all the fair representatives 
of her nation who go In for good wrorks, 
there Is none who has a finer capacity 
for making people help themselves than 
this handsome New Yorker. Wherever 
she pitches her tent, and it has been 
her duty to follow her husband in his 
official capacity to various localities, 
she Invariably leaves behind her sumo 
trace of her practical work in philan¬ 
thropy. There Is in Dublin, for exam¬ 
ple, a doll industry which Lady Chey- 
lesmcre founded. At^Chrlstmaa par¬ 
ticularly does It thrive, the American 
peeress having found numbers of pa¬ 
trons for It among the British aris¬ 
tocracy. This year the Queen herself 
has placed an order with the Doll In¬ 
dustry. as It is named, and at least two 
other membeis of the reigning family 
will include its production among their 
Christmas gifts. The latter, by the way, 
which are made entirely by women and 
children, are not ordinary dolls, but 
puppets bearing ridiculous resemblance 
to different well-knowm folk. 

Each Christinas at Hugbcnden, w hlch, 
as irwxrt. people know, was formerly the 
residence of Disraeli, Lady C hey Ignore 
p.uys the part of Lady Bountiful with 
unfailing regularity. She has a special 
concern tor the old people and the very 
young cihiildren. The latter she delights 
to dress in serviceable and yet pretty 
frocks, and she Is one of the few peo¬ 
ple who have tho art of combining tnese 
two characteristics. One year—al¬ 
though slhe herself may be unaware* of 
the fi&ct—Lady Cheylesmore furnished 
the subject of the C hr litmus supple¬ 
ment to a w*el!-known six-penny week¬ 
ly. During the previous December an 
artist In such work happened to be liv¬ 
ing in the neighborhoxl of Hugheuden. 
There he saw the tal|, fair woman on 
her errands of mercy and struck by 
'ner pidturesqueness, made a rough 
sketch on the spot and the following 
year sold the enlarged picture un¬ 
der the title of "The Lady Bountiful." 

This Christmas, at least, the Duche.-s 
of Marlborough’s charitable activU.es 
wtU be confined to London. Year after 
year, at the Yuletide season, the form¬ 
er Oonsuelo Vanderbilt drove from cot¬ 
tage to cottage In the neigh¬ 
borhood of Blemhtem Palace, the 
Duk«'s Oxfordshire seat, seeing 
to it that her "people," as she 
called them, wanted nothing, and her 
absence is likely to be felt there a fort- 


night hence no less keenly than jt was a. 
twelvemonth ago wh»an, for thie nre* 
Christmas in eleven years there were 
empty cupboard* and stockings In 
Woodstock tillage. The Duke of 
Marlborough. who has Just been 
elected Mayor of Woodstock, will, 

It Is true, spe-nd Christmas at the Pal¬ 
ace and there may be "ChrUtmaa 
hampers" for some of his older pen¬ 
sioners, but there will be no such good 
cheer, without regard for cost, as hU 
American duchess used to provide for 
old and young alike. 

La*it year, deprived of her role of 
St- Nicholas to this corner of Oxford¬ 
shire, the Duchess made up tor it by 
providing no less than two hundred 
families In the East End of Lonion 
with a Christmas dinner, through the 
agency of her favorite charitable or¬ 
ganization, the Church Army. Not con¬ 
tent with this, however, she sent also a 
goodly check to provide clothing and 
fuel for some hundreds more of Lon¬ 
don's slum folk, and I am told that in 
spite of the Duchess’ absence In Ameri¬ 
ca Instructions came from her several 
weeks ago that both these donation* 
were to be repeated this year. 

Meanwhile, the Duchess has not for¬ 
gotten "The Fold." as she calls her 
creche in Endslelgh street for the chil¬ 
dren of men who are "serving tlma" 
and active preparations are being made 
there for elaborate Christmas festivi¬ 
ties. The Duchess’ little guests number 
forty-two at present, and the matron 
tells me that they are to have a mag¬ 
nificent Christmas tree, with a "real" 
Santa Claus (unless that part Is played 
by the Duchess hera?lf) and that each 
child will have a present which "Her 
Grace" herself ha# selected. She if* 
said to know the characteristics and 
the personal history of every one of 
them, and she is especially anxious to 
make this Christmas at her "Fold" a 
memorable one, as It Is the first since 
the place was started. When I called 
there the other day I found the entire 
house being redecorated for the com¬ 
ing festivities and was told that it wa s 
Just possible that the Duchess would 
come back to London in order to be 
present at her little "family’s" party. 

Lady Paget, who formerly was Miss 
Paran Stevens. Is another American 
woman of title who is to the for© In 
London with good w’orks at Christmas 
time. Mindful of her own recent suffer¬ 
ings, perhaps, she sent a goodly check 
to the secretary of the largest w oman’s 
hospital in London the other day, with 
Instructions that It was to be devoted 
entirely to providing dainties for the 
poorer patients, and her name is also 
to be found among the subscribers to 
the famous "Hamper Fund for Crip¬ 
pled Children." which was founded aev- 
eral years ago by the late Lord Mayor 
of London. W. P. Treloar. 

The Salvation Army’s Christmas 
fund, as well ius that organized by the 
Poor Children’s Yuletide Association 
are among the many London charities 
to which the Duchess of Roxburghe Is 
a generous contributor, though neither 
her name nor the amount of her do¬ 
nation ever Is allow’ed to be made pub¬ 
lic. The Duchess’ eLster-in-law. Lady 
Alistair innes-Ker. is another support¬ 
er of the last-named charity, which 
borrowed the Idea of "Name Trees'* 
from America and introduced It over 
here three years ago. One of It© vice 
presidents, by the way, is Lady Naylor- 
Leyland. whose native place Is Cleve¬ 
land. O. 

Another Yuletide charity, the "Sant* 
Claus Fund," of which Lady St. Heller 
Is the chief organizer, numbers Mrs. 
Marshall Field. Mrs. Adair and Mrs. 
John Mackay among Us patrons; In 
fact, the name of hardly one of the 
more prominent American women In 
English society Is absent from the list 
of those who devote a tithe of their 
plenty to providing Christmas cheer for 
the poor of this land.

Its whole course through Brit¬ 
ish territory. It rise# in Bake 

Victoria. In the British province of 
Vngunda, and flows through that prov¬ 
ince Into the Anglo-Egyptiun Soudan. 
It winds Its way through the Soudan, 
traversing the old land of Nubia, and 
then goes on down through Egypt, 
which Is practically a dependency of 
Great Britain, to the Mediterranean 
sea. From Its source to Its mouth it 
flows through about thirty degrees of 
latitude, and Its course has a length of 
more than 4.000 miles. The British con¬ 
trol not only the main stream, but most 
of Its tributaries, and they own the 
great lakes of Victoria end Albert Ny- 
&nza. as far as the Nile outlets are con¬ 
cerned. The only other nation which 
has anything to do with the stream is 
the Abyssinian, in whose highlands the 
Blue Nile and Atbara have their 
sources. The control of these two riv¬ 
ers Is, moreover, so regulated by trea¬ 
ties that they cannot be touched ex¬ 
cept by British consent, eo that the 
Nile may be called an English river 
•nd may be looked upon as in tho 
hands of one of the richest, most able 
and most successful of the developing 
nations of the globe. 

I have already told of the improve¬ 
ments that the British have made as to 
the Egyptian course of this great 
waterway. For a month and more 1 
have been traveling along that part of 
It. I have visited the great canals of 
the delta, and also the Barrages at 
Cairo and Assiout. I have written you 
of the huge dam at Assouan, which has 
been built at a cost of $12,000,000. to 
give the farms of Egypt a steady water 
supply. This dam has made a reservoir 
140 miles long, nnd it holds back 1,000,- 
000.000 tons of water to feed the NJle, 
when low. It Is now to be raised twen¬ 
ty feet higher, and it will then hold 
back almost as much more. It has al¬ 
ready added millions to the wraith of 
the lower Nile valley, and It has made 
the Egyptians one of the moat prosper¬ 
ous peoples on the globe. 

Big Projects Planned. 

The projects which the British are 
now considering are more Important 
than anything they have done In the 
Pa^t. and they will rank as the most 
daring of the engineering plans of the 
century. If carried out they will cost 
as much as It did to build the Suez 
canal, hut they will assure the greater

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This vast region Is known as the 
Sudd. It Is now' being explored, and 
attempts have been made to cut chan¬ 
nels through It. I have met some of 
the surveyors who have attempted to 
penetrate It, and some who have 
broken away parts of it to open Up 
channels for the Nile. They describe 
It as a vast sheet of brilliant green, 
made up of papyrus, feathery reeds 
and sword grass. These rise from five 
to fifteen feet above the water and are 
broken here and there by patches of 
am hatch trees and by channels, pools 
nnd lagoons Tho greater part of It 
has no human Inhabitants, and this is 
especially so of that region along the 
Bahr el Ghazal. There are some Dirtka 
villages near Bor and a few tribes on 
the edge of the Belgian Kongo. Far¬ 
ther south at Lado and Gondokoro the 
region is populated. 

It Is only at the south of the swamp 
roglcins that big game is to be seen. 
There the lnnd is a little higher, and 
•lephants, giraffes and buffaloes In- 
labtt the edges of the swamps. In the 
heart of It. and. in fact, in all parts of 
It. there are vast numbers of swamp 
birds everywhere. From the reeds and 
mud batiks clouds of wild cranes, 
geese. Storks, herons, pelicans and 
iucks of every description rise up as 


the boats approach, and there are In¬ 
sects by millions. There are all sorts 
of mosquitoes, moths, spiders and flies, 
and there are other Insects, which car¬ 
ry fevers, and the tsetse fly, which 
causes the sleeping sickness. Among 
the queer birds Is the whale-headed 
stork, one of which may be seen here 
in the palace grounds at Khartoum. 
The wild geese are black, white and 
brown. 

It Is Impossible to conceive how 
closely the vegetation of the Sudd is 
matted together The roots of some of 
the plants go down into the beds of 
the swamps, others float on the water, 
and the whole Is one gTcat united mass. 
Sometimes a section goes loose and 'be¬ 
comes a floating Island until It reaches 
a shallow place, where the roots will 
grow fast ogain. Such islands often 
block up the channels of the river, nnd 
some of the main tributaries have so 
much vegetation that It is Impossible 
for a boat to make its way through 
them.

If written for women, 'Dear 
Sister/ nnd have ‘Christmas Day/ In 
red ink. without date, written at the top 
of the flr*t page, with initials only at 
the end/’ 

The actual copying Is begun In the 
early part of the year nnd Is continued 
till October, the number of letters pro¬ 
duced by each assistant ranging from 
six to two hundred or more. Much care 
is taken with the decoration, which Is 
generally very pretty and appropriate. 

Precisely the same system is follow¬ 
ed in the case of the Colonial letters, as 
well as regards those for the foreign 
branch, except, of course, that time of 
beginning and sending In differs. For¬ 
eign letters are written In French. 
German, Italian, polish. Finnish. Rus¬ 


sian. Dutch, Norwegian. SwedWi and 
Danish. Greek used to be included, but 
it is no longer permissible to send tho 
letters into Cyprus. 

Considerable difficulty Is experienced 
in obtaining original messages in some 
languages, and also in getting copy lists 
for those languages; but all obstacles 
are surmounted In the end. Mission¬ 
aries give much help, while advantage 
is taken of the circumstances that some 
languages —as Dutch—can be written 
with care by those wholly Ignorant of 
them If they have merely to follow a 
copy. 

Last y*tir a numb&r of letters in 
Welsh were included In those for home 
prisons. Although most natives of tho 
principality understand English, It was 
fvlt that a letter to Welsh prisoners in 
their own tongue would appeal to them 
with special roree; and. as a Welsh lady 
prepared nn original message, U'O copies 


wore distributed in various Jnfls. 

When the letters have been received 
from the copyists the ’’Bees” begin to 
hum—that la, near the br:ginning rf 
October in the case of the colonial let¬ 
ters. and the middle of November in the 
care of the others. The “Bees” are 
ladies who fold the loiters and put 
them In special envelopes. This w*ork 
is voluntary, a*. Indeed. In the whole 
of Lhsat entailed by the huge batch of 
letters. 

Finally, each of the packets of mes¬ 
sages is sent to a governor, chaplain 
or other person who has undertaken to 
act as distributor in a particular prison 
on Christmas morning.

Of the 1.000 or 
more women at Holloway there are 
only about hulf a dozen, it Is believed, 
to w'hom such a letter would not app’y. 

Inmates of Inebriates’ horn*—to 
whom also tneesages are sent—would 
seem to lx? particularly well fitted by 
a letter such as that received hy t’h« 
Suffragists: but it is not allowable to 
mention, or even allude to. drink in 
the greetings to them. Official regula¬ 
tions prohibit any reference to the sub¬ 
ject. 

There is abundant evidence, however, 
that the Chrlsttmaji messages are pro¬ 
ductive of gcod. Many gratifying let¬ 
ters have been received from prisoners 
themselves, one—written, presumably 
by a Scotsman—winding up with 4he 
emphatic declaration. "I’ll neglect thej 
bairns nne inalr/’ And u more remark¬ 
able and pleasing circumstance Is that 
some years ago a man traveled all the 
way from New* York to return thanks 
fv>r a message he had received while in 
un American prison. 


of dollars. I think the estimate is 
about eighteen million*. 

Another project, which seem* to bo 
more feasible, la rhe digging of a canal 
on the Nile, beginning at Bor and run¬ 
ning south across k* where the Sobat 
river flows In. Such a canal would 
carry the waters of the Nile along on 
the highland* alx>ve the sw'amps and 
prevent their flowing into them except 
when desired. This canal would need 
to be a little over two hundred miles 
fcmg. and It could be controlled at 
Bor by a regulator aero** the 
stream, by which os much or as lhila*< 
of the Nile as is needed can be seut 
down the river. The channel proposed 
would carry about one thousand ton* 
of water per second, which is only one- 
flfrh more thian the amount dlschargwl 
Into the big canal at Asslout. Thi» 
Bor-Soba't canal would shorten the 
main line as a navigable waterway, ahd 
rt 11 the boats going up and down the 
stream would pais* through It. The 
excavation would cost about $22,000,000 
and the regulation works $5,000,000 
more. 

With this part of the Nile channel so 
Improved by means of regulators at 
Lake Albert and Luke Victoria, where 
the Nile flows out, the supply of water 
for Egypt unci a part of the Soudan 
would be* unlimited. Lake Victoria 
would furnish an Inexhaustible reser¬ 
voir. and I understand that the proper 
works could be put in at Ripon falls 
at no very groat exi^nse. A dam thera 
would mean the storage of 70.000.000.000 
tons of water for every meter's rise 
of the Inkv. The Assouan dam. as It Is 
now built, stores only l.ooo.ooo.ow tons, 
and when U is raised according to the 
new’ plans now being carried out It 
will store only 2,000,000.000 tons. Raising 
the surface of Lake Victoria a lltllo 
over a yard will store thtrty-flve times 
as much in addition to Its present enor¬ 
mous content*. 

There l< one obstacle, however, to 
such an undertaking. The rising of th® 
lake might flood parts of Gorman East 
Africa, and if so. the Kaiser would 
probably object. Dams at the mouth 
of Lake Albert would result in the stor¬ 
age of 5,000,000,000 tons for every meter 
of height, and the two lake* together 
would have, for each meter added to 
them, a storage capacity of T^ooo.ooo.of-o 
tons—an amount beyond conception 
enormous. Within the next few month* 

1 expect to make my way southward 
to the great lake* of Central Africa, 
and shall be able to discuss this mat¬ 
ter from th> standpoint of the condi¬ 
tions about Lake Victoria. As the civil 
engineers hero estimate It, the regula¬ 
tion of Victoria and Albert lakes could 
be uccntnpHshod at a cost of $10,000,000, 
which Is $2,000,000 less than was tho 
cost of building the Assouan darn.

You may wear your old clothes 
and so cut the tailcr’s and the 
dressmakers bill; you may live on 
eoup aud cereals and so reduce 
your outlay for food; you may walk 
to save carfare and forego seats nt 
tlie theater or a pew at church; 
you muy go in for some variety of 
thought which will deny illness and 
save doctors 1 bills, arid refuse any 
education to your children beyoud 
what is given them by the state. 

In all these ways you mny lower 
expenditure, but in the midst of all 
mutations the rent returns regu¬ 
larly, rigidly. 

Young people may think they ap¬ 
preciate this fact, but they don’t. 

If a house or an apartmeut is at¬ 
tractive they will usually, if un¬ 
taught by experience, fancy that 
even though it costs a little more 
they can manage it. 

Perhaps they could if everything 
else did not always cost more than 
one thinks it will. 

With food going up by leaps 
and bounds; with wages waxing 
with every week; with work in 
nearly all lines dearer than ever 


before; with everything getting 
higher except salaries, it is safe to 
count upon a margin of expense be¬ 
yond anything one is able to fix 
positivedy. 

To find space for this margin the 
rent must be kept within a certain 
proportion of the income, if this 
can possibly be compassed. 

But to decide what that propor¬ 
tion shall be! 

There is the hard part of it. I 
have heard economists contend that 
one-sixth of the income is the cor¬ 
rect allotment. 

I would like to hear from my 
correspondents on this subject and 
know how many of them keep their 
rental within one-sixth of the earn¬ 
ings of the head of the house. 

It may be possible to the dwellers 
in the country or to those who own 
their homes. 

These may compute the amount 
of the interest they youhl receive 
from the money invested in the 
home, add to this repairs, taxes. 


of the ordinary tenant. 

The latter, if he be a dweller in 
cities, will handy escape by paying 
only ape-sixth of his income. 

One-fifth will seem reasonable to 
him, one-fourth the least lie may 
be able to give, while there are 
some families who spend a third of 
their receipts for the roof that 
covers them. 

PROPER PROPORTIONS 

If they live in apartments. 90 
that the suin the landlord receives 
includes heat and a ce. tain amount 
of service, they may console them¬ 
selves with the fact that the rise in 
the cost of fuel does not annoy 
them.

He is, however, tl exception, 
unless in cities. Should he have to 
pay for fuel, his rent will have to 
be smaller to permit the added ex¬ 
pense of coal. 

On this it is impossible to com¬ 
pute, because of the varying condi¬ 
tions and prices. 

I mention it because the propor¬ 
tion for food does uot hold good 
should that for the rent be less. 

Food will undoubtedly equal in 
cost the sum paid out for heating 
as well as for shelter, whether the 
two he lumped, as in a heated 
apartment, oi considered sepa¬ 
rately, as in a whole house. 

Service, like rent, makes a posi¬ 
tive break in the income. 

When the mistress docs hei own 
work this item is eliminated. 

Should she either keep a maid or 
hire occasional help here is another 
fixed item to considered. 

With wages nt their present 
status nnd day^ work higher than 


ever ‘'efore, the problem of service 
has to be reckoned with carefully in 
the distribution of t\e income. 

Similar consideration must be 
practiced when it comes to decid¬ 
ing what proportion is to be spent 
for clothing.

About five years ago one of the en¬ 
gineers of the Egyptian Irrigation serr-’ 
ice, Mr. Dupuis, made an exploration qf.« 
the Blue Nile and went around Lake 
Tsiina. He estinuUes that the lake will 
store something like 3.000,OOO.OOV tons 
of water, and that, with the construc¬ 
tion of proper dams and regulators. 
15.000.000 tons per day can be given out 
from January until June. He says that 
Lake Tsana can be easily controlled, 
and that without affecting the large 
grazing lands which are found near Its 
shores. Another darn might be mado 
at the Rooalres rapids and the.t’wo 
would probably furnish sufficient water 
to irrigate a groat part of the rich 
lands lying between the White and 
Blue Niles.

This same engineer made an investi¬ 
gation of the Atbara river. This Is th© 
Black Nile, which flows Into the main 
stream about two hundred miles north 
of the mouth of* the Blue Nile, The 
Atbara is f«*d by the Abyssinian tor¬ 
rents. and while In flood it is of gr**at 
size, although during Lhe summer a 
large part of its bed is perfectly dry. 
It is called the Black Nile on account 
of its color when in flood. At that time 
its waters are heavily charge d with vol¬ 
canic dust and it carries down a great 
quantity of the rich fertilizing mud to 
which the lower Nile valley owes Its 
wonderful fertility. The river begins to 
rise In July. Iia floods last only about 
eighty days and it dries up toward tho 
end of September. 

Mr. Dupuis proposes a great reser¬ 
voir near the apex of th® Atbara Delta. 
In this the water will drop Its silt, und 
when It becomes clear It can be carried 
through different regulators into canal* 
and used for irrigation. If this Is done 
considerable land at the junction of th© 
Atbara* and tho main Nile can be irri¬ 
gated, am 1 a living region will reault 
there nt th** point where the Nile and 
Red Sea road unite with the great route 
from Cairo to the cape. 

Tbe schemes that I have described 
are so far only in embryo.

R enovated or process butter 
has become the more or leas 
pronounced rival of oleomar¬ 
garine. Tho methods of mak¬ 
ing it may very somewhat, but in gen¬ 
eral they agree with the one described 
by the Government chemists, says the 
Washington Post. ' 

Process or sterilized butter, as It Is 
called In some places, comes In differ¬ 
ent grades, good, bad and Indifferent. 
The better grades ore from miscel¬ 
laneous assortments of country butter, 
made by farmers living at a distance 
from creameries. These rolls are sold 
or exchanged at the country stores, 
where they are gathered up by the 
agent of the renovator. 

Poorer grades are made from Inferior 
raw material; butter which was poor to 
start with and that which has become 
rancid or^therwlse tainted. Even the 
renovuting process, which Is sometimes 
Ingeniously referred to as producing 
sterilized butter, cannot restore rancid 
butter to its pristine freshness. 

When the renovator ha* assembled 
stock, he flrst melts the butter and set¬ 
tles the curd and brine, skimming off 
the frothe and scum. Then he draws 
off and discards the curd and the brine 
and follows this with a most Ingenious 
method of removing bad odors. 

He blows air through the molten fat. 
Having thoroughly aired it, he mixes 
milk with the rut while it Is melted 
and rapidly cools am! granulates It by 
running it into Ice-cold water. It is 
then drained and ripened for several 
houra salted and worked to tvtnovu 
an> superfluous milk, and finally 
packed or made into prims. 

It is admitted that when this course 
of treatment is applied to compara¬ 
tively fresh raw material, butters of 
low grade are decidedly Improved. But 
when the renovated article la sold as 
the genuine or original thing, harm Is 
done, for they are not at ail the same 
in their composition. The fats are 
much the same, but the nitrogeneous 
elements ore not. 

There Is a very simple test by which 
any housekeeper can be reasonably cer¬ 
tain whether .she has real butter, the 
renovated article or oleormixgarim*. 

Put a sample of the doubtful butter 
about the size of a small chestnut Into 
nti ordinary tnblespcort. Hold this 
over a flame—gas. kerosene or alcohol— 
stirring the butter with a splinter of 
wood or a match until it melts. 

Bring to as brisk a boll as possible 
and after this has begun stir thorough¬ 
ly two or throe times at intervals, 
especially Just before the boiling ceases. 
Oleomargarine and renovated butter 
boll nolally. with a good deal of splut¬ 
tering. They produce no foam, or very 
little. 

Genuine butter usually boils with 
less noise and produces an abundance 
of foam. It is the difference In regard 
to' the foam which is most marked. 

“Ladled” butter is another product 
obtained by working together and 
washing nt the same time different lots 
of so-called couutry butter. The result 


Ih colored to a uniform shade and the 
best grade Is sometimes sold for table 
butter. ^ 

The lower grades go for cooking. But 
process hotter has largely replaced this 
ladled vnrlety. I^adled butter produces 
a rather scanty foam when tested by 
boiling. 


PIGS IN A BLANKET.

Theme On Which Beecher Preached and 
Stevenson Wrote Dealt With In “The 
Secret Orchard"—News of the 
New York Stage. 


[Correspondence of the Courier-Journal.] 

N EW YORK. Dec. 20-—[Special.]— 
Henry Ward Beecher’s favorite 
theme in his pulpit was what he 
variously termed the upper and 
under natures of man. the exalted and 
degraded, the soul and the body; and 
many a sermon of his did I report In 
which he elucidated with fervid eloquence 
the contests for supremacy between good 
and evil In Individuals. He Wfs wont to 
deject In emotional diction—for he nev¬ 
er wiot© beforehand more than the brief¬ 
est notes—this eternal warfare of virtue 
and vice. Then came tne Beecher-Til ton 
scandal, and for six months I sat In a. 
court room writing descriptions, of his 
trlu.1 in a lawsuit brought by Thtodoro 
Tilton for damage done by the clergy¬ 
man’s conduct with Mrs. Tilton. The 
evidence convinced even Beecher’s closest 
friends, 1 think, that he was guilty; and 
the jury’s disagreement was caused, it 
seemed to me, by the disclosures of Beech¬ 
er « bigness and Tilton's littleness; but 
what 1 thought of mostly, as the trial 
proceeded, wu* the great preacher’s the¬ 
ory that no man is all good, or all bad, 
but always both, and it Is an everlasting 
fight between his proclivities for domi¬ 
nance. I became* admiringly familiar with 
Recdhar, and years after the trial I asked 
him If he had read Robert .Louis Stovcn- 
eon s then new story* “Dr. Jckyll and Mr.

Cluny had been loyal to his wife un¬ 
til on a night of moonlight on the sea, ho 
responded to the ancestral Stuart’s call 
to tho lewd; ami Joy, In an outing from 
a rigorous convent school, for the first 
time In her Innocent young life, was over¬ 
come by the lnbofn lut't from her mother 
The problem of good and evil dually is 
kept above the story of a liaison; and the 
outcome is a very unusual drama. The 
playwright has flinched. however. fi>*m 
the novelists’ adherence to a logical con¬ 
clusion. Tlve Castk's let the Duke of Ctunv 
kill himself in remorseful exphitlon of his 
one evil deed. Just u & the bad Hyde 
brought the good Jckyll to death; but sad 
endings to plays decrease the cash in¬ 
come; and who will complain because 
Cluny gets a living chance to regain his 
wife’s love and Joy a worthy American 
lover, keon to marry her notwithstanding 
her single misdeed? 

The theater was packed by friends of 
the variously Interested parties at the 
introduction of “The Soorot Orchard,” 
and the ushers’ ever ready hands wore 
available; for our cynical first nighrers 
aro not given to the open approval! even 
of a play that pleases them until they 
have mid praise In the next day’s news¬ 
papers; but this time they took uncom¬ 
mon pride in the discovery of u new act¬ 
ress, whose name, tho programme .*-aid. 
was Josephine Victor, and became noisy 
over her natural, not artful spells of 
Clara Morris emotion. I 'hope wo have got 
In this young girl a' worth-while actrtaa. 
She made Joy’s grief exceedingly pitiful. 

At that time the maker of the drama of 
sin and sorrow was getting Jovial amuse¬ 
ment In another theater from “A Knight 
for a Day.” This new and old show 
would give to a genealogist the opportu¬ 
nity for research In descent—or. should 
I aay ascent? A year ago It wn® chris¬ 
tened "Mile. Sallie.” after having been 
rehearsed as “The Other Locket;” and 
that. too. was an alteration from “The 
Medal and the Maid.” a sumptuous Pro¬ 
duction of three seasons earlier. Trial. 
In Its turn, was new only to this coun¬ 
try, u being an American version at a 
London musical comedy, and the English 
piece was traceable to a French source. 
There let us leave the Inquiry: though 
doubtless the lineage might bo traced 
still further back. A younger branrh of 
the family tree, a different English ver¬ 
sion of the same French farce was 
brought to America, but Its vicissitudes 
are not of Immediate moment. The In¬ 
teresting point rather Is that this much- 
named and much-amended piece has 
gained In popularity Jn Inverse ratio to 
Its loss of plot. What u lesson Is there? 
When it first came over It had a long 
story about lost heiresses and Identifying 
locket®, and the untangling of knots took 
at! the characters into the mountainous 
wild® of Thessaly, to mix them up with 
murderous brigands. As time passed ami 
authors came and went, leaving their 
footprints In the sands of rhyme, the 
brigands were shifted from the terrifying 
music of light opera seriousness to rag¬ 
time In this lateBt version, produced 
nearly a year ngo In Chicago, and still 
doing so well there that a second com¬ 
pany bad to be organised for New York, 
the robber* are so tamed and mg-tuned 
that one cannot be sure they nre out¬ 
laws at all And the plot 1® wholly omit¬ 
ted.

Washington. Dec. 21.—As soon as he 
has disposed of the vast amount of 
departmental business w r hlch has accu¬ 
mulated during his long absence Sec¬ 
retary Taft will begin the preparation 
of an extended report on hiB observa¬ 
tions In the Philippines. In an Inter¬ 
view' to-night Mr. Taft discussed at 
much length the situation in the 
islands from both a political and ma¬ 
terial viewpoint, and expressed himself 
as highly gratified with the progress 
that has been made and the outlook for 
development in all lines. 

“The whole situation,*' he said, 
“briefly, may be summed up In this 
way: Peace prevails throughout the 

Philippines to-day In a greater degree 
than ever in their history, either un¬ 
der Spanish or American rule. Agri¬ 
culture Is nowhere Impeded by fear 
on the part of the farmer of predatory 
bands. Under the policy inaugurated 
by President McKinley in reference to 
the establishment of a temporary gov¬ 
ernment in the Philippine** & com¬ 
munity consisting of 7.000.000 people. In¬ 
habiting 300 different Island^. many 
of whom were in open rebellion against 
the Government of the United States 
for four years, with all the disturbances 
following from robbery and predatory 
bands, which broke out from time to 
time, due to local causes, have been 
brought to a state of profrwnd p^uce 
and tranquility, in which f*i* pe.^le 
as a whole are loyally supporting the 
Government in the maintenance of or¬ 
der.

Henry Clay and 
Daniel Wobater used to strike that 1m- [ 
posing attitude, and once in a while 
Senator Albert J. Beveridge does the j 
same thing. But for the most part the 
other Benators loll about In any poal- . 
tlon that is comfortable. 

Senator Wilkinson Call, of Florida, 
once shocked the Senate and the wun- 
try by removing hL shoes and placing 
his feet upon his desk during a aesaton 
of the Senate. While the late Senator 
Cushman K. Davis was making a no¬ 
table speech on the annexation of 
Hawaii. Senator White, of Louisiana, 
now an Associate Justice of the Su¬ 
preme Court, sat upright In his chair 
with his head lying on his right shoul¬ 
der. sound asleep. Everybody wondered 
how he could slumber $o peacefully 
with his neck bent at such a sharp 
angle.

Compared with hie fixed stare 
and immovable features the Sphinx Is 
a veritable jumping Jack. Persons in 
the gallery wonder If Senator Platt 
would blink If a bomb were to explode 
urtner his seat.

PASSAGE OF STRAIT OF MAGEL¬ 
LAN PRECARIOUS. 


TERROR OF ALL MARINERS 
SINCE ITS DISCOVERY. 


FLAGSHIP WILL TRY IT FIRST. 


In some respects the cruise of the 
fleet tinder Admiral Evans might be 
likened to the boys’ game of "Follow 
tho Leader." eay» the Kansas City Star. 
The leader gxx*s ahead and sets the 
most difficult task he can devise for 
those who crime behind. Such tasks 
are ‘‘dares.*’ One of the "dares" of the 
trip to the Pacific Is the passage of the 
Strait of MagelUp Admiral Evans Is 
the leader. Behind him will trail the 
other vessels of the fleet. The captain 
who leaves hls'floating fortress of steel 
to rust on the desolate rocks of Tlerra 
del Fuego will know* ait once that he ho* 
lost the game. 

The passage of the StraJt of Magellan 
has be^n made many times, but never 
by such a fleet as will follow the flag 
of "Fighting Bob.” Officers of the fleet 
try to appear unconcerned when they 
speak of the Journey between th£ 
frowning walls of the far Southern 
passageway, but there is not one of 
them w ho will not breathe & sigh of re¬ 
lief when Wa ship glides Into the unre¬ 
stricted waters of the open Paiiflc. 

Since the days of Fernando Magellan 
tho strati has been a terror to naviga¬ 
tors. Magellan discovered the passage 
In 1520. He was looking for that short 
route to the Indies, which was the 
dream of European navigators and 
rulcT* for many years after Columbus 
discovered the new wx>rld. Magellan 
woe a Por.tdgu«se, but he quarreled 
with hls sovereign and sailed In the 
service of the King of Spain. Hls cap¬ 
tains and the men of hls squadron 
were Spaniards, and they huted him 
because of the difference In natlonal- 
tty. Four of hls captains conspired 
against him and he hanged two of 
them, had another put to death with a 
dagger and put the fourth capt.iln and 
a priest ashore for the savage Pata- 
gomlnne to deal with as they would. 

This pious revenge consummated, 
Magellan set sail again and soon en¬ 
tered the strait. It being the day of 
St. Ursula when the discovery was 
made and the commander being a very 
devout man. he named the p.i>?age the 
Strait of the Eleven Thousand Virgins. 
Croographers deoJded. however, that as 
a matter of exact Justice Magellan was 
entitled to more credit for the dlacov- 
ery thnn the virgins and changed the 
name. The demands of brevity may 
have had something to do with the 
change, too. 

The Connecticut, the Admiral's flag¬ 
ship. will lead the w^.y through th* 
strait.

Track a Mile and a Quarter Long, 
Divided Into Sand and 
Grass Belts.

I to any part of the track, a* well a* for 
grinding ami as ft lag the oat*. In the op- 
j paeite wing Is a covered rand track for 
I exercise ng the horse* In bad weath-or. This 
track goes right around the wing, five 
turn* making a mile. A largw mirror in 
the oorner rvffect* the whole length of one 
of the *ide* to ths oppowUe corner, wher* 
the trainer stand*, and he can thus fol¬ 
low the work of his horse* on both aides 
at once. 

It is a simple but effective device, typ¬ 
ical of many others to be found on the 
premises. Inside the covered track are 
the saddle and harness rooms, and abjvo 
them are storeroom*, whore hundred* of 
the pieces of steel and leather which go 
to make up the saddles, brittle*, bits 
and other Items in the race horse’s equip, 
meat are hung around the walls and from 
the celling, all carefully arranged In sort* 
*i» ae to be easily found when wanted. 
Piles of blanket*, oil apotleasly clean, are 
stored away in cupboard*.

RAILROAD TRAVEL. 


fSRHAPR racing was called the sport 

; I J of Kings because only owners 
with Incomes of royal size could 
foot the trainers’ bills and look 
Pleasant. Nowadays It has become much 
tfiore of a business proposition, and most 
men who keep up racing stables want 
something m<|fe than the Joy of sport for 
their money# They like to win races, 
of course, but they look at the outlay 
much more closely than their forefathers 
did. and the pleasure they feel In their 
horse** achievements l* mingled with the 
larger proportion of satisfaction over suc¬ 
cess a* a reward for good management. 

W. K. Vanderbilt's French racing sta¬ 
bles at St. Louis de Polssy, eighteen 
miles northwest of Parts, are a very good 
specimen of an up-to-date racing estab¬ 
lishment. conducted on purely business 
lines, in combination with a millionaire** 
country residence. 

Mr. Vanderbilt has been racing in 
France for about ten years, but he did 
not figure very prominently until the last 
two or three seasons; and after paying 
a visit to the place he has founded and 
steadily developed near Polssy, it Is easy 
to true** thi*^cause of this success. Every¬ 
thing l* of the best, but them is no waste. 
The estate reminds one of a piece of ma¬ 
chinery, with all its working parts-well 
greased and its metal fittings free from 
the slightest speck of rust or dirt. 

The property cover* about 110 acre* 
and !? in the middle of a wide plain, 
through which the Heine flows toward 
Rouen and the sea. With the exception 
'*f the outhouses and quarters for the 
Jockey* and stable hand*, the training 
quarters are all contained In one large 
quadrangle, about 160 yards long hy 40 
yards wide, whitewashed and tile-roofed. 
One end and the side nearest tho en- 
Hranee contain the boxes or stable*, one 
for each horse in training; the forage 
stores, shoeing forge, motive power and 
machinery At the other end Is the house I 
occupied by William Duke, the trainer. 

• • • 

House Just Completed. 


The other aide of the quadrangle is 
occupied by the saddle room* and the 
»:c*res. Back of till* block of buildings is 
tho race track, with tho space Inside di¬ 
vided Intq paddocks, and close to the out¬ 
side of the upper bend are Mr. Vander¬ 
bilt’s private hou*«> and grounds. The 
house, wtilcii waa not completed until this 
summer, is u fine three-tKory building in 
the Queen Anne style, with a sharply 
pitched brown tile rojf. The grounds arc 
laid out very simply, with turf, a few 
young tree* and flower bc*ds. Here Mr. 
Vanderbilt spend* a good port of the 
summer, constantly watching the wo:k 
of his horses and thoroughly enjoying 
quiet and seclusion of th** place. 

There are usually about fifty horses In 
training, the total extent of the accom¬ 
modation being for sixty-tw^o. Finch horse 
has a fine, roomy box otall, twelve teet 
squure and about fifteen feet high. In¬ 
stead of the old-f audit on ed fixed bin the 
manger i* a shallow galvanized Iron tray, 
which fits Into a socket ami cwn be oh»- 
lly lifted out and cleaned. Two off tho 
stall* have a cork lining on Inch And a 
half thick around the W'all*. to prevent 
horses that are inclined.to kick from in¬ 
juring their feet. 

In the forge, which i* as neat and 
clean a* amy part of the estabMshment. is 
a big assortment of horseshoe*, including 
many of the American aluminum racing 
shoe*, weighing shout an ounce each, 
which Mr Duke wu« tihe first to Intro¬ 
duce In England. These ehoes are put 
on the thoroughbred's feet Just before he 
leaves the stable to enter the van In 
which he is conveyed to the course, and 
are taken off a* soon as he return*, the 
heavier Iron shoes being used only for 
training 

Close to the farriery are the engine 
room and the electrioal machinery which 


Tho racing track. 2.000 meters (about 
one and a quarter miles) round. 1* divided 
Into sand and gras* belt* of about equal 
width, the sand being on the Inside. Hero 
oil the hard tmining Is done whenever 
the weather permits At the winning 
post Is a raised stand from which th*» 
trainer can watch the work* By simply 
pulling a lever ho can hoist flags on a slg- 
ftal post i n ih e center, white being an in¬ 
dication to the Jockey to go faster and 
red to slacken. At regular Interval* along 
tho Inside lino of rails are white post*. 
eAch with a round disk on the top. while 
other posts, nn the outatcJc. show a circle 
with an arrow through it. so as to dis¬ 
tinguish the sand from the grass course. 
By mean* of these contrivances Mr. Duke 
can superintend and regulate the speed 
of the trial*. 

Along th*- Inner edge of the gruss. il/ty 
yards apart, me hydrants, sunk u few 
Inches below the surfact Kurh hydrant 
hole 1* marked hy a amall shrub about 
two feet h‘gh. Formerly peats were us*‘d 
for this ptirijosi*, but Mr Duke found 
that tho horses. Ivdng used to their oj> 
pearunce, took little notice of them and 
often knocked them down, thus running 
the risk of putting a foot in the hole und 
falling. Sine** the post* were replaced by 
shrubs this dnngor hasy been avoided, for 
the horse. wh»n ho sea* the ahmb. either 
gives it a wide berth or Jumps right over 
It mul keel** hi* feet a wuj from the n*d 

For keeping tho Kind course smooth and 
In good condition a wide harrow, known 
«s an American plane. Is used. Even this 
impV-ment hn* to bo taken around six 
time* before the track Is considered good 
enough for trial*. Another feature of tho 
track is that all tho turns are banked up 
on the outside, on tho principle of art 
automobile or cycle track, though the dif¬ 
ference of level Iff not »o great and doci 
not exceed five feet. The highest bunk 
bt nt the turn lending Into the straight, 
and It* effect 1* that the horse keep* up 
full speed instead of slackening Instinc¬ 
tively as he doe* at the bends of un or¬ 
dinary course when he feels himself losing 
hi* balance. 

The space Inside tho course I* cut up 
Into twenty-two small paddock*, where 
the home* are turned out to graz*' In tha 
Interval* of work. The luuhlork* are sep¬ 
arated hy paths about ten feet wide, 
which serve a double purpose They pre¬ 
vent horses In adjoining paddock* from 
getting nt each other and trying to fight, 
and they are ala** useful In ihc education 
of young horse* fresh from the atud. Led 
or ridden up uml down the paths between 
the railing* and made to go now to the 
right and now to the left, they begin to 
realize thnt life for them does not consist 
of a series of rollicking straightforward 
gallops, but Involves manv twistings mid 
turnings ns well a* obedience to order* 
under pain of Immediate* punishment.

In the 
tawing year he started in nine race* 
and won them all. thus keeping ttp«hls 
unbeaten record through two entire sea¬ 
son* and beating all "the b-rwt horses at 
hils time. A young race horse |* like a 
new pi ay; no one can tell how It will 
i succeed until It is tried In public, and. 
unfortunately for Preetige* chance* for 
fame, hi* great qualities were not known 
until It was too Lncte to on.tor him for any 
of fho big events. In all He won »3,343 
francs In prise money, beside* hirg** 
auma in bets for his <rwner and tnalnvr. 
who hacked him consistently. 

Most of the young horse* trained by 
Mr Duke nr* from Mr. Vanderbilt’* stud 
ftirm at Pal&lseau, twrivo mill's south of 
Pari*. Out of thirty-one horse* in hard 
training tide summer at Polwy. only 
four—Oiunhn'seul, Seasick. MonUivalle 
nml Five o’Clock—were not br«l by Mr. 
Vunderbllt. Otlver owners may win more 
races, but few can have more genuine 
satisfaction when their colors on? first 
prist the poet.

OLD-FASHIONED FINANCIER. 


This is Mr Duke’s fourth year at S' 
IjouIs <ie Pdssy, An Aitiw^ran born .^nd 
bred (hi* home is nt Wellsvllle, N. Y ). 
ho began his racing career a* an owner 
in America and afterward In England. 
About the time he decided to give up hl.s 
own racing stable* he received an offer 
to train Sir John Thurwby’s horse*, and 
remained in tbs position three yenra. but 
finally concluded thnt English racing was 
too fatiguing for him. 

"One day you have to l>e in the north, 
at Liverpool,*' he said, "and the nex day 
In the south, ray at Salisbury, arul tie 
third at Newmarket Jn the east It Is 
railroad traveling all the time. w!*h>ut 
a break, a* long ns the flat racing se i>on 
last*, whereas. In France, nearly all the 
big race courses nr* within easy r«-,ic.h of 
Parts, omd a horse t^eed never ho sent by 
train at all, except to Doanv‘11*. Cobourg 
and a few other place* which have race 
meetings in the summer. Whan I decided 
to ghvr up racing In England. I had no 
td*a of going to France but Mr. Vander¬ 
bilt, hearing I had made up my mind to 
quit, mode me an’offer to take charge of 
his place here. I am well satisfied with 
the results obtained up to now, nml I 
hope I may do as well In the future."

IN END ALL WILL BE WELL TOBACCO MEETING FRUITFUL. 


Clnclmvaid. Doc. 21.—[Special.]—At 
the Queen City Club to-night the Cin¬ 
cinnati bmuioh of the Now England So¬ 
ciety celebrated the ^alxty-oeocovd an- 
nlvenary ul the foundation of the so¬ 
ciety with a banquet and speeches by 
prominent nvembers and visiting mem¬ 
bers of other branches of the society. 
The principal speaker \v«s Ow. Au¬ 
gustus E. Willson, of Kentucky. 

When Gov. Willson entered the ban¬ 
quet hall he was greeted with mthusi- 
aatio handclapping. In rr-spon.se to the 
toast. “The New England Woman," 
Gov. Willson rail: 

*•1 feel that I am one of you, a true 
Now Englander. My father was born 
In Vermont, and my dear old mother 
fight saw the light in little Rhode Is¬ 
land. My grandfather wue a native of 
Vermont, and when they came to my 
own native State of Kentucky they 
brought with them the sterling traits 
of the Pilgrim fathers which have done 
so much for the upbuilding of the na¬ 
tion that has no equal on the face of 
the earth. 

• • • 

A Thin Separation. 


“Wo have troubles of our own in 
Kentucky. We are doing our utmost to 
settle them. There is but a short space 
between Ohio and Kentucky. We are 
brothers and neighbors, with the river 
only between us. It Is a partition that 
is thin, and I hope it will grow less 
and less a partition until there remains 
but a name to separate us. 1 am bur* 
dened with a debt of gratitude to the 
people of my own State which has 
forced me Into bankruptcy. 

“All of us have our troubles and we 
have them over the river, as you may 
know, but wo will pull through, never 
fear. The spirit of the Pilgrim Fathers 
ir» working In Kentucky for the useful¬ 
ness of man for man. ns it U here, and 
In the end aJl will bo well with us. 

“Of the New England woman nothing 
has been said or written that does Jus¬ 
tice to the sterling qualities she pos¬ 
sesses or of the influence she has had 
on the development for good in this 
country." 

Gov. Willson was aaked what he had 
In mind for the permanent quelling of 
the "night riders" In the tobacco dis¬ 
tricts of Kentucky and especially In the 
Hopkinsville neighborhood. 

"Nothing can Induce me to relate to¬ 
night what I want to do, let alone what 
will be done regarding the matter," was 
bis answer.

Frankfort, Ky., Dec. 21.— [Special.]— 
Gov. Willson spent four hours at the 
Executive building to-day attending to 
important matters which had piled up 
on him since the time he was in ses¬ 
sion with the* tobacco men, and at 2 
oUA>ck this a fieri*'.on he boarded a 
train for Cincinnati, where he was 
scheduled to speak at a banquet to¬ 
night. 

Before leaving his itffiee Gov. Will- 
son dictated a letter to Secretary of 
State BMhu Boot In regard to the de¬ 
struction of the tobacco warehouses at 
Hopkinsville In which was sturel much 
tobacco belonging to the Italian Gov¬ 
ernment, and white the Governor would 
not make public the contents of the let¬ 
ter. because it will not be signed and 
mailed until b»s return to Frankfort 
Monday morning. It is known that he 
went fully into details and advised Sec¬ 
retary Root of the steps to be taken by 
him to prevent further destruction of 
property and also to bring about the 
conytctlon of those guilty of the r.dd 
on the warehouse two weeks ago. 

The Governor’s letter to Secretary 
Root was in answer to one received 
from that official several days ago. 
calking on him on behalf of the Italian 
Eh-Jbassy to take snaps to protect the 
property of the Italian Govemmemt In 
Kentucky. 

During tihe short lime Gov. Willson 
wts in tils office at the Executive build¬ 
ing to-vkiy tve recelvpd upwards of fifty 
telegrams from men In various sections 
of the State and many from other 
Spates, congratulating him over 'the 
success obtained at the conference, and 
all of those present at the conference 
who remained over until this morning 
spoke In praise of the Governor and 
were of the optnion rbat greait good will 
ultimately resui't from the conference. 

I While Gov. Willson is in Cincinnati 
; Kentucky will be without a Chief Ex- 
' Lcutlve, as no notification wns sent by 
him to Lieut. Gov. W. H. Cox at Mays- 
ville regarding his absence from the 
State. As Cincinnati is In guth close 
j proximity to Kentucky and only five or 
ten minutes' journey to the Ktntucky 
side. Gov. Willson did not feel the need 
of having the Lieutenant Governor 
come to Frankfort for so short a time. 

I Gov. Willson will go frorh Cincinnati 
to Louisville Sunday morning to spend 
the day with Mrs. Willson, and will 
return to Frankfort Monday morning. 
While In Louisville Sunday the Gov- 
; err.or will devote the afternoon at the 
Country Club to his favorite pastime of 
golf. He an id to-day that since as¬ 
suming the reire of State government 
he hod been deprived of him usual dally 
exercise In this line and that it was 
i necessary that he devote his Sundays 
to the innocent sport In order to keep 
In good trim for the duties devolving 
upon him through the week.

There's a new fad in Chinatown, says 
the Boston Herald. 

It takes the form of a Jump over to 
China for a holiday and a return when 
the laundry business picks up in the 
spring. 

Tho Chinamen aro taking advantage 
of cheap rates to visit old scenes and 
renew tnfe acquaintances of youth. Bos¬ 
ton isn't alone In swinging the fad, for 
It has spread to all parts of New Eng¬ 
land. 

How much does it cost to go from 
Boston to China? Only $ 100 . That's 
the price of the ticket to Hongkong, 
but a few Incidentals must be figured 
for the long Journey by land and sea. 

How can the Celestial afford to go 
to the Flowery Kingdom for an outing? 
Easy enough, when you are assured 
that a clever laundryinan Is paid as 
much as $25 a week during the summer 
season. Their wages average $15 a 
week at a good stand and at a popular 
resort when the city goes on vacation. 

Some Chinamen own a string of laun¬ 
dries and have so much patronage that 
they* are obliged to send some of the 
work to steam laundries. And it Is 
these proprietors who most frequently 
leave here to visit their wives and the 
old folks. 

The Boston Chinaman who wants to 
get back to the country where reside 
about 400,000,000 of his fellows, goes 
down to the immigration station on 
Long Wharf and has a talk with the 
Chinese Inspector. If there Is no ob¬ 
jection. and usually there Isn’t, he is 
given a number of documents that take 
several hours to prepare. 'The papers 
are something in the nature of a pass¬ 
port. and his photograph is essential. 

The prospective traveler buys his 
ticket and the railroad company that 
Is to take him to Vancouver. B. C.. files 
a bond for his safi\ delivery across the 
continent and aboard the steamships 
which make monthly sailings to the 
Orient. , 

From the North station the China¬ 
man goes to Montreal by way of Rich- 
ford, Vt . the United States port for 
New’ England Chinamen, which Is To- 
i-ated about a mile this side of the 
Canadian boundary. At Richford an 
Inspector nmkes certain that fhe fel¬ 
low Is properly vouched for by the 
authorities in Boston. He Is then per¬ 
mitted to continue the matter of rlxity- 
two miles to Montreal, where the real 
Journey begins. 

At Montreal five railroad has a num¬ 
ber nt toqrlst cars reserved for the 
travelers to Hongkong. There aro two 
guards for each car. and they nrehrav- 
5y armed, because an escaped China¬ 
man mean* a heavy fine that the Ca¬ 
nadian Government will surely collect 
from the company. 

The cars may contain 100 Chinamen. 
The trip across Vancouver Is but a 
matter of five day* The steamship will 
occupy about twenty-one days In 
steamlm? from Vancouver to Hong¬ 
kong. The old homers may have n 
month or tw*> with their families and 
friends, and then back they corn* with 
their certificates tucked safely within 
tho lining of their blouses, so there may 
be no delay or difficulty in passing 
Government Inspectors who will held 
them up at. a dozen points this side of 
the Pacific coast. 

Most Chinamen desire to have their 
remains buried In China. A corpse will 
be taken over at the same price, $ 1^0 
If the body is properly prepared s^d 
sealed in. ft lead box the express com¬ 
panies deliver It to the mourners . 

Senator Scott's bill providing build¬ 
ings in Washington for the Depart¬ 
ments of State, Justice and Commerce 
and I^abor wa« reported favorably to 
the Senate from the Committee on Pub¬ 
lic Buildings and Grounds. The same 
committee also favorably reported Sen¬ 
ator Heyburn’s bill authorizing the 
present purchase of grounds in Wash¬ 
ington for the accommodation of Gov¬ 
ernment buildings to be built In the fu¬ 
ture. . 1 . __i 


Chicago, Dec. 21 .—Attorney General 
Charles J. Bonaparte, who passed the 
day In Chicago as the guest of the Illi¬ 
nois Athletic Club, whs the principal 
speaker at a banquet of that organiza¬ 
tion given to-night in honor of Its of 
fleers. Others who responded to toasts 
were: Congressman Frank O. Loavden, 
James Hamilton Lewis, of Chicago, for- 
mc?rly Congressman from Washington, 
and Skunuel Alschulor. of Aurora, III. 

Mr. Bon&parte said that he spoke for 
no one but hijnself. “For my many 
sins of commission and omission, at 
Attorney General," he esald, “the Pres¬ 
ident must bear his share of respon¬ 
sibility; but for my faults as a post 
prandial orator It would be hard to 
hold him to blame." 

The subject of Mr. Bonaparte's ad¬ 
dress was "Obstacles to the execution 
of laws,” and he quoted from that 
part of the Constitution wherein It 
says, “He shall take cuts that the laws 
be faithfully executed." This duty, he 
•said, waa probably the most important 
and most clearly vital to the people’s 
happiness and safety of all the Presi¬ 
dent's duties, but. he said: “If, when 
ho se<*ka to4 fulfill it, a stumbling block 
is placed in his path; if the faithful 
execution of the laws is made difficult 
or uncertain in whatever or from what¬ 
ever cauee, the American people should 
be plainly told that the American peo¬ 
ple may find and apply a remedy.*' 

• • • 

Objections To Inforcement of Laws. 

Continuing Mr. Bonafiarte said that 
it had bean hi* experience as Attorney 
General that some people thank, or talk 
and w*rlte, as though the law specially 
exempted them. 

“In the Eastern States," he added, 
"any enforcement of Federal statutes 
forbidding conspiracies in restraint of 
trade or favoritism by common came:* 
Is greeted by a ohorus of walls, as un¬ 
settling business and breeding or keep¬ 
ing alive panics. In certain Western 
and South westorn States the proseou- 
tion of men who have acquired vast 
tracts of public lands through fraud 
and perjury, in plam vio^ttion of law 
and with enormous profit to them¬ 
selves, Is fiercely denounced as a "per¬ 
secution" or "prominent" and "public- 
spirited" citizens. FJnaJly t In some 
.Southern States, attempts to bring to 
pfinisbn>ent under the laws of the 
United State* forbidding peonage, those 
who virtually enslave helpless negroes 
and no less hclpfos* foreigners provoke 
a like outcry. 

"In all these tfa&ea alike the idea un¬ 
derlying the complaint, an idea often 
more or less concealed by soph 1 stry and 
falsehood, is that lawns, or some laws, 
are not reatly Intended to be really 
obeyed by some people. 

1 • * * 

Ttte Views of the People. 

"Now in our country neither the 
President nor anyone flat* can execute 
tfce laws faithfully, or execute them nt 
all unless tho American people wants 
them executed. If it is the people's 
wish that any luw 3 . or all laws, shall 
beoomo dead letters, then «uch laws 
cannot be, and will not he, enforced. 
But I, for one, believe firmly that the 
people have no sbeh wish, and I believe 
that practically everyone else believe* 
about this as 1 do, so that the very men 
who raise these misleading clamors do 
run, because they dun* not, say plainly 
w’het they moan and what they think. 

I believe that if they said this so that 
It could he understood they, and every¬ 
one else as well, would learn quickly 
and unmistakably that the people think 
and wish nothing of the. sort. Arnori- 
mns as a nation think their laws are 
meant to be obeyed by all alike, by the 
rich no loss than Jby the uoor. by the 
enlightened no less than by the igno¬ 
rant. 

"The danger in this respect Is that 
the people may be deceived; and. in 
fact. I believe that a widespread, per¬ 
sistent. systematic and unscrupulous 
attempt to deceive the people as to 
these thing* has been in progress dur¬ 
ing the entire official life of th^ pres¬ 
ent National Administration and is in 
progress to-day." 

• • • 

Head Watch Dog. 


After relating Aesoph’s “story of the 
wolves persuading the sheep to send 
away their watch dogs" Mr Bonaparte 
said: 

“Just now the denizens of that great 
sheep fold, the American Union, are 
beginning to turn their thought* to the 
grave problem of choosing a head 
watch dog to guard them for four long 
years. I can't help thinking It may 
aid them in this weighty task to es¬ 
tablish. first of all, a negative test fit¬ 
ness. whatever applicant for the Job 
Is viewed with particular favor by the 
wolves may well be left In his home 
kennel; In plainer language, no man 
can be safely trusted to 'take care that 
tho laws be faithfully executed’ If hi* 
choice belongs for and urged by all 
or many of those who have obstructed 
tho faithful execution of the same laws 
In the past. 

“I have «*4d that many attempts 
have been and are daily made to »> 
mislead public opinion na to these mat¬ 
ters that It may be a hindrance, not a 
help, in the enforcement of the laws. 
My attention has been called to one 
expedient In this scheme of deception 
w’hlch merits mention. Testimony taken 
In .«ome pending suits undtr the Sher¬ 
man anti-trust act has recently shown 
the public what had been for some time!

We have one 
depositor who used to receive an ov* r- 
dnfl notice regularly every month Now 
by an arrangement with her. we give her 
notice when the balance nears the ten 
dollar nu;rk. Men laugh at the women 
for their failure to keep their bank ac¬ 
count* right, but except when a book¬ 
keeper doe* the work for them they are 
nearly as bad."

One thing le certain, and this Is that 
Tebeau Is ready to relinquish his Interests 
In tho clubs In Denver and Louisville If 
he can obtain any sort of a reasonable 
sum for his property.

A group of baseball fans were talking 
last night about the bold move of the 
American Association people and the sub¬ 
sequent results, when one of them who 
was In a position to know laughingly 
said: "This present stir In the baseball 
world reminds me of the time when Char¬ 
ley Strobel and J. H. Wylie were part¬ 
ners In the Toledo club. Charley was the 
manager of the Mud Hens in 1904, and It 
seems that he and Wylie did not agree 
as to the handling of the team. Strobel, 
wishing to step down and out. gave a ten 
days’ option on his shares to Bryce, of 
Columbus. But before the expiration of 
the ten-day period Strobel abrogated the 
agreement and offered hla stock to Len¬ 
non. of St. Paul. . .. . 

“When Bryce heard of the action of 
the Toledo manager the Columbus mag¬ 
nate Immediately secured an option oji 
the holdings of Wylie. These moves re¬ 
sulted in a funny mix-up when the Mud 
liens came to Louisville to play the Colo¬ 
nels. When the ball tossera made their 
appearance on the diamond no one seemed 
to be In Charge of the team or represent 
them at the gate. l i# # . . .

Inning Bobby Quinn, who was then play¬ 
ing on the Columbus team, came to the 
box office, and, claiming that he was act¬ 
ing as business manager for Bryce, own¬ 
er of the Senatorial outfit, began to count 
the tickets to see If the local club did not 
make a mistake, before accepting the 
money due the Toledo officials.

"Speaking about Charley Strobel. whom 
everyone knows was a nice fellow. I am 
reminded of another ludicrous incident 
which also happened In 1994

An invasion of Chicago with the sanc¬ 
tion of the majors would mark the death 
of semi-professional baseball there.

Date of Tryouts Must Be Changed. 


T HERE would be a funny mix- 
up should the American As¬ 
sociation decide to enter 
Chlcngt/ and cause a base¬ 
ball war with the major leagues. 
George Tebcau owns the Loulsvl!*e 
and Kansas City clubs and also 
Denver In the Western League.

June ft was 
kot as the date of the meets, the Intima¬ 
tion being that the Eastern meet would 
be held on Franklin Field, of the Uni¬ 
versity of Pennsylvania, and the West¬ 
ern meet probably in Chlragu. The com¬ 
mittee In arranging for these meets evi¬ 
dently overlooked the fact that it chase 
the dates of thr Intercollegiate champlon- 
ahl|»t> of the East and West, which are 
echoduted for the first Saturday In June. 
As most of the athletes who will comoo*- 
the American team are college nun. It is 
evident that the tryouts cannot be held 
on this date. 

At the same time, mention should be 
made of the fact that the tryouts can 
hardly be held on a date later titan this, 
since the Olympic games begin on July 
13. The completion of aipmngemexvta for 
rejecting the entire team and getting the 
men In England at least two weeks prior 
to the meet will entail an Immense amount 
of hard work. The best solution of the 
matter would be for the Eastern and 
Western Intercollegiate meets to be ad¬ 
vanced one week to the last Saturday In 
May Then all the college men would be 
In the best kind of shape for the Olympic 
tryouts In June 6.

Another feature concerning them? try¬ 
outs which Is llkeily to cause considerable 
criticism is that no provision Is mad- for 
u preliminary meet on the Pacific coast 
There are some splendid athletes beyond 
the Rocky Mountains, the athletes from 
this section being quite as good as those 
of *lhe Middle West, it Is, to say the 
least. asking a great deal of the Pacific 
t*> asi men t*> come all the way from then 
homes to Chicago to try for tenm* In 
any event, they will be at a great disad¬ 
vantage 

The method of selecting this team I« de¬ 
fective in another r-spcct. though the 
committee will probably remedy this later. 
It will be noticed that no provision has 
been made for a final meet In which to 
weed out the men who come through the 
Eastern and Western preliminaries. Th** 
American team will be* permitted to start 
ten or a doxen men In each of the track 
and field events. Thus If the committee 
rules that the first she men to finish in 
each event Iti their respective meets be 
the finnl choice for the American team, 
they will not get the full strength of the 
(it hie tic body of this country, it stands 
to reason fhnt the seventh man In a tiar- 
tlcular event In the Eastern meet might 
be a better performer than th- third In 
the West, or vice versa, and the Amer¬ 
ican team would l»e the loser Although 
the American committee is |M»rmltted to 
Start at |en*t ten men In ouch event. It 
Is hardly likely that this will be done be¬ 
cause half a doxen men should bo able io 
win all the places that America can got. 
In order, therefore, to Insure this country 
having the strongest team that cun t* 
mustered, there should be a final meet 
In which the place-winners of the prelim¬ 
inary meets should be brought together.
